New York, returning home from the Catholic total abstinence convention 
at Hartford. He said the report in some New York papers that he had 
been invited to make efforts tending toward the settlement of the strike, or 
that he had himself the intention of putting himself forward in this connec- 
tion, was utterly unwarranted and without foundation.

“The effects of a strike weigh especially upon the working men who 
through it are put out of employment and upon their families. Employers far 
better than employees can bear the burdens resulting from a strike. Further- 
more, granting that occasions may arise and do arise, when a strike, however 
serious the consequences for the workman, is a means, ana at times perhaps 
the sole means, through which rights appertaining to them and which are of 
vital importance to their ultimate welfare, can be secured. 

“But while the right to enter upon a strike is conceded, this much 
must ever be demanded—and in the name of the same principle of 
personal freedom under which men act who refuse to work-—that 
they who cease to work must in no way interfere with the liberty 
of others who may wish to work. : 

“The personal freedom of the individual citizen is the most sa- 
cred and precious inheritence of Americans. The constitution and 
the laws authorize it; the spirit of the country proclaims it; tho 
prosperity of the people, the very life of the nation require it.

Angered by the Hostility of the Mc-

ITTSBURG, August 9.—The moOst striking features of President Gompers’ 
statement pledging the aid of the Airerican Federation of Labor ars as 
follows: 

“It is true that the Amalgamated &@ssociation in the first conferences asked 
that the United States Steel Corporation sign the union scale of wages for all 
the mills operated, owned and controlled by that company, but it is also true 
that the request was withdrawn and one substituted sc that the union scale 
should apply to those mills only in which the members of tke Amalgamated 
association are employed; in other words, which are well known to be union 
mills.. This the Unite1 States Steel (orporation refused to concede, insisting 
that the scale should apply only to thcse mills which were union last year, even 
refusing to allow two mills to be included which, by a species of hectoring and 
systematic opposition of the company, had become non-union during the year, 

“Even the first demand for the scale to be applied generally throughout the 
juriediction of the company was commendable, for the obvious reason that an 
employer should be willing to pay a uniform wage to men who perform like 
work; but, realizing that it was a demand for those whom it did not fully rep- 
resent, the Amalgamated association modified its demand to the extent al- 
ready stated.

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“It appears that the company took the position it did with an avowal that 


it would not allow the extension of the union to non-unionists. 


Such a position 


and avowal are tantamount to declaring that, notwithstanding the growth of 
the craft, the organization had reached a status beyond which it could not 


extend. 


“Now, anyone at all famillar with industrial development and econom{4 
organization is aware that organized labor advances or recedes, never stands 


still. 


It. therefore, follows that if the trust, by its great wealth, can prevent 


the extension and growth of the Amalgamated association, it encompasses its 


disintegration and destruction. 


The only 


power then standing between tie 


trust and workers as a protector are the tender mercies of its directors. Against 
such a calamity the sense of justice 2nd humanity revolts, and against it we 


solemnly protest. 


‘‘We shall stand by the Amalgamated association in the present 
conflict to the full extent of our power, both morally ard finan- 
cially; we shall aid in every lawful way the men on strike or who 
may come out on strike to maintain the workers in their right to 
crganize and the extension of their organization, so that the only 
power which stands for their protection and advancement against 
avarice of concentrated wealth may be perfected and perpetuated. 
When the overwhelming rich combine for avarice, power and tyran- 
ny, is it not the duty of the workers to unite for home,. justice, 


right and humanity?

“If the trust should succeed in its purpese to crush the Amalgamated as- 
sociation the victory would be dearly bovght. 

“The fight of the brave Boers may end in their undoing, but the spirit of 
justice, the love of freedom and right, suddenly looms up in another part of 


our world; these principles find lodgment in the 


hearts of other men, who 


will carry on the battle until they are enthroned in the conscience and every- 


day life of all peoples. 


So with the Amalgamated assoclation—an organization 


may be defeated in a contest, but it will not be conquered. 
“The Amalgamated association will not be crushed; she will not be con- 
quered; she must not even be defeated.”

OPEN CONFLICT SEEMS 


TO BE ALMUST CERTAIN 


Washington Authorities Have No 
Official Advices in Regard to 
the Invasion—No Further 
Steps Toward Sending 
Ships to Isthmus. 


Willemstadt, Is'and of Curacoa, August 
9—The Venezuelan government an- 
nounces that a new Colombian ifivasion 
occurred yesterday near Colon. The in- 
vading force is commanded by the Colom- 
bian minister of war. 

Washington Watching Events. 

Washington, August 9.—The situation 
in Colombia and Venezuela continued to 
occupy much of the attention of officials 
here today, and while it was not felt that 
affairs had reached a serious aspect, yet 
it was appreciated that both the ofhctal 
and unofficial advices indicated a condi- 
tion of affairs which might mean war 
between Colombia and Venezuela, compli- 
cated by revolutionary outbreaks in both 


countries. 

During the day the state department 
received a rather lengthy matl commu- 
nication from Consul General Gudger, 
at Panama, and though this was dated 


“ nearly @ month ago, it told of the land- 


ing of a revolutionary expedition and ex- 
pressed the current belief held at Panama 
that this would be followed by other ex- 
peditions. The department also received 
a letter from Mr. J. Edward Simmons, 
of New York. president of the Panama 
railroad, confirming his communication 
of yesterday relative to the trouble on 
the isthmus, and stating that the super- 
intendent of the road had advised him as 
to the depredations of an insurgent band, 
which did not number, however, over 50 
men. 

The more serious aspect of the matter 
was presented in the press dispatch from 
Willemstadt, stating tha’ythe Colombians 
had again invaded Vysrezuela. 

An Act of War. 


There was no Official confirmation as 
to this. but if it proves correct, there 
seems little chance of avoiding an open 
conflict between these two countries. as 
such an invasion by Colombia would in 
itself be an act of war. But the authori- 
ties here prefer to take a conservative 
view of the situation until the official ad- 
vices are in hand. When inquiry was 
made as to why our Officials at Bogota 
and elsewhere did not send full informa- 
tion on the subject. it was stated that 
these officials were not there to commu- 
nicate news, but only to advise this gov- 
ernment as a preliminary to any which 
become necessary. ae: 

At the navy department no _ further 
steps were taken toward sending ships to 
the isthmus. It was definitely decided, 
however, to send the battleship Wiscon- 
sin Gown to San Diego, Cal., in case the 
desirability of that move became evident 
By the time she reached San Francisco, 
and the state department was so advised. 
There was. spme comment also as to the 
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possibility of sending down some of the 
ships of the north Atlantic squadron, but 
Acting Secretary Hackett treated these 
suggestions as rather premature. There 
is no doubt, however, that an ample force 
will be sent from the squadron if its pres- 


ence seems desirable. 
Mr. Herran, the first secretary of Co- 


lombian legation, who is now in charge 
during Dr. Silva’s absence, said today: 

“The point at which an invasion is now 
feared, is near the borderland in the 
vicinity of Meta river, south of the lake 
of Maracaibo.” 

The Colombian minister of war is Gen- 
eral Gonzales Valencia, who has a good 
record as a fighter, and has rendered 
distinguished service during the guerrilla 
warfare of a year past, and Mr. Herran 
thought it quite likely that he had been 
called upon to lead the army of Colombia, 

Venezuela Overmatched. 

Mr. Herran pointed out that Colombia 
has population of 5,000,000, against 3,000,@.0 
of Venezuela, and an army of about 40,000 
men, who have been for the most part in 
active service against revolutionary bands 
for the last year. He expressed his earn- 
est hope that a condition of actual war 
would not result from the present trou- 
bles, but believed his country to be fully 
able to take care of herself in that emer- 
gency. 

If traffic on the isthmus should be 
stopped it probably would bring About 
an inquiry by the United States yovern- 
ment to the government of Colombia as 
to the ability of the latter to cope with 
the situation, for the primary duty is on 
Colombia and only when she fails will the 
United States step in. When a similar 
trouble arose in 1885 the United States acid 
not act until] the Colombian government 
requested action, making it plain that the 
trouble had got beyond the power of its 

thorities. 

— Ranger Is in Readiness. 

San Diego, Cal., August 9.—The United 
States ship Ranger, now at this post, will 
probably leave for Panama in a day or 
two to protect American interests during 
the present revolution in Colcmbia. Cap- 
tain Field, commanding, has orders to be 
ready to go to sea at once, The vessel 
can leave within twenty-four hours if 
ordered. She is taking three months’ pro- 
visicns, 


CITY HALL INVADED BY A MOB 


Troops Needed To Quell Trouble at 
Cienfuegos, Cuba. 

Havana, August 9.—The military gov- 
ernment recently ordered the ayuntami- 
ento of Cienfuegos to elect a mayor in 
the place of Senor Vieta, who tendered 
his resignation last month in consequence 
of difficulties arising out of the reorgani- 
gation of the Ctienfuegos police. The 
resignation was accepted at the time, 
but, to the surprise of the military gov- 
ernment, Senor Vieta now insists that he 
did not resign. 

When the ayuntamiento was about to 
proceed to an election a mob favoring 
Vieta entered the city hall and intimi- 
dated the council, which broke up in dis- 
order. It is understood that interested 
parties are urging the mob to make 
trouble and orders have been issued from 
Havana detailing (fifty of the rural 
guard of Cienfuegos to keep order in the 
precincts of the city hall. 


VEST ON PLATFORM OF 


Income Tax, Anti-Trust and .Anti- 
Imperialism for Planks. 

Sweet Springs, Mo., August 9.—Senator 
George G. Vest, in an interview today, 
said that the principal planks of the dem- 
ocratic platform of 1904 should be: 

First, a declaration for a graduated 
income tax. 

Second, an unrelenting opposition to 
trusts. 

Third, a declaration against imperialism 
and the colonial system. 

“It will be suicidal,”’ said the senator, 
“to thrust the silver issue forward 


again.” 


1904. 
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Trust Has Ordered a Great 
Plant at That Place 
Dismantled. 


Pittsburg, August 9.—There were grave- 
ly important developments in the strike 
situation today. The United States Steel 
Corporation moved decisively in its strike 
campaign with a peremptory order direct- 
ing that the great DeWees Wood plant 
at McKeesport be dismantled and re- 
moved to the Kigkiminetas valley. Pres- 
ident Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, after a two days’ confer- 
ence with President Shaffer and his as- 
sociates, issued a formal statement to- 
night specifically pledging the Federation 
to the moral and financial support of the 
Amalgamated. His written review of the 
train of events leading to industrial quar- 
rels sustains the course of the Amal- 
gamated association and decides that 
nothing remains but to battle for the 
cause of unionism. 

The official announcement of the order 
to dismantle the DeWees Wood plant was 
& great surprise and McKeesport received 
it at first with doubt. Actual prepara- 
tions were made later in the day for the 
dismantling and there is little room for 
doubt that it will be torn down. The 
strikers heard the order in a spirit of de- 
fiance. They simply said that it showed 
the steel corporation was convinced that 
it could not re-open the plant in the face 
of the opposition of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. Strike leaders here said that 
the order was a bluff that had been work- 
ed unsuccessfully before and declined to 
take ft seriously. 

Caused by Hostility to Trust. 

The steel officials declined to give any 
reason for the order, but it is openly 
stated here that the pronounced sympa- 
thy of citizens and city officials at Mc- 
Keesport with the strikers is responsible 
for it. It is said that the plant of the 
National Tube Company, at McKeesport, 
will be abandoned and the old Carnegie 
plan for a tube plant at Conneaut, Ohio, 
revived. 

The De Wees Wood plant was founded 
about forty years ago and is one of the 
best known plants in Pennsylvania. Its 
yards and mills cover between twelve 
and fourteen acres; it has employed 1,200 
men at its busiest time and its cost is 
placed at $5,000,000 by officials of the 
steel corporation. 

President Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, was at the strike 
headquarters again this afternoon with 
Secretary Morrison and was closeted with 
the advisory board of the Amalgamated 
association for more than three hours. 
He gave out the following statement: 

“Since the arrival of Secretary Morri- 
son, of the American Federation of La- 
bor, and myself, we have been in almost 
continual conference with the advisory 
board of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. We made 
a thorough investigation of the present 
strike, of its members, formerly in the 
employ of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, and its constituent branches; 
the causes which led to the strike; the 
present situation of the country, and we 
unhesitatingly declare our judgment that 
the position of the Amalgamated assocta- 
tion is absolutely justified and essential 
to its continuance and effectiveness as 42 
union of the workers in the trade, as well 
as the protector of the rights and inter- 
ests of its members.”’ 

To Call Out Federation Men. 

President Gompers would not say just 
what the Federation of Labor proposed 
to do, or in fact anything beyond what 
was contained in the written statement 
issued by him. It is presumed, however, 
that all of the federation men engaged in 
the fron and steel trades will be called 
out with the Amalgamated men. Mr. 
Gompers and Secretary Morrison left for 
Washington at 9:45 o'clock over the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. The is- 
suance of their statement cheered the 
*rikers who welcomed it as a victory 
that meant much to them. 

Less than twenty-four hours must 
elapse before the general strike order of 
President Shaffer becomes effective,but in 
well informed quarters here there is still 
doubt as to the men and properties that 
will be affected by the order. The mill 
managers say that the final showing on 
Saturday and Sunday will be far under 
the claims that are being made by the 
Amalgamated association. President 
Shaffer would not talk figures today, but 
his associates were positive that their 
first claims were correct. The final ap- 
peals to the men will be made at a series 
of meetings to be held tomorrow, at 
which President Shaffer and the other 
leaders will be the speakers. The strike 
managers are claiming tonight that they 
will be the greatest series of labor demon- 
strations ever held in this country. One 
estimate prepared here says that 45,000 
men are now idle under the first strike 
call and that the general call will in- 
crease the number to 125,000. Continuing 
the estimate says: | 

“The National Tube Company has 30,000 
workmen, the Federal 18,000, while the 
National Steel Company has _ 12,000, 
making a total of 125,000, as follows: 

“Skilled men now out, 20,000; others who 
are idle as a result of the strike, 45,000; 
National Tube Company employees 30,- 
000; Federal Steel Company employes 
18,000; National steel 12,100. Total 125,000. 

“The plants which will be affected are 
the American Tin Plate Company, Ameri- 
ean steel hoop plants, American sheet 
steel plants, American steel and wire 
milis, Federal Steel Company's plants 
and National Tube Company. Ohio will 
have 25,000 idle men, Pennsylvania 17,000, 
Indiana 10,000, Illinois 30,000, making a 
total of 82,000, while New York, Michigan, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, lowa and 
other states wil have 43,000 idle men. It 
is impossible to estimate how many men 
will be indirectly ‘affected.”’

“But this must be ever emphatically asserted and maintained as an in- 
violable principle that however much labor unions may have reason to widen 
their muster rolls, and however much they have the legal and moral right to 
do this through pacific and persuasive methods, they must not attempt to wrest 
from men outside their ranks the right to work, or to seek to coerce them into 
inactivity by illegal or unjust attacks upon their civil and moral freedom. 

“So long as this freedom is respected the questions evoked in the present 
strike may be left, in my opinion, to the men,

MANY OF THE STRIKERS

Tampa. Fla., August 9.—The members 
of the Resistencia Cigarmakers’ Union, 
whose leaders have been deported by the 
citizens are circulating a petition direct- 
ed to the president of the Centro Espanol 
asking that he call a special meeting of 
the centro to take action demanding that 
the case be taken up at once by the Span- 
ish minister at Washington. It is stated 
bv citizens. however, that all the deport- 
ed strikers who are native Spaniards are 
naturalized citizens of the United States. 
Another petition directed to the board of 
trade asks that this organization inter- 
cede for the return of the strike leaders. 

The Centro Espanol is an organization 
in the nature of a club, but with many 
different branches and features all the 
way from a theater and club rooms to 
benevolent organizations, and its mem- 
bership includes about all the Spanish 
people in the city. 

A number of the strikers left for Ha- 
vana last night and today, and were ées- 
corted to the train by immense crowds 
of strikers, who cheered them off.

Narrow Escape From Hor- 
ible Death

COMPANION HOLDS BY A 
FOOT UNTIL HELP ARRIVES 


The Inspector in Waterworks Office 
Tumbies Out of a Window, But 
Is Saved by a Man Stand- 
ing Beside Him After 
Heroic Work. 


Savannah, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)— 
Arthur S8Starr, inspector in the water- 
works department, had a narrow escape 
from death this afternoon. The young 
man hung suspended by his toes from 
the fifth story on the north side of the 
city exchange and occupied that perilous 
position for fully a minute. Had he 
struck the cobble stones under the bluff, 
a distance of some hundred feet, he 
would have been mangled to death. He 
was unconscious from the second he lost 
his balance and started tumbling into 
space. 

Inspector Starr had completed his day‘s 
work and entered the office on the fifth 
floor occupied by the waterworks depart- 
ment. He was quite warm and seated 
himself in one of the windows facing the 
river to get a breath of fresh air. Wil- 
liam Folliard, another employee of the 
department, was standing near the win- 
dow, but paid no attention to the inspec- 
tor. 

Suddenly a scream was heard, not only 
by those in the exchange, but by clerks 
in the offices on the bay and on the river 
front. As they gazed upward the sight 
was a sickening one to the people below. 
The inspector’s body plunged downward 
and involuntarily they closed their eyes 
to shut out the sight when the man’s 
body would have struck the cobble 
stones. Folliard had heard the cry and 
turned just in time to grasp the toe of 
one of Inspector Starr’s shoes. All but 
one foot of the inspector had disappeared 
from view and Folliard held on for dear 
life. He struggled desperately to retain 
his hold and prevent himself from being 
pulled out of the window and dashed to 
death. Not a muscle in Starr moved and 
this probably saved his life. Had he 
been conscious of his peril and seemingly 
certain death he would have undoubtedly 
struggled and either dragged Folliard 
with him or have caused him to release 
his hold.

BETTER SCHOOLS FOR WARE 


Bill To Be Introduced in Next Legis- 
lature for Their Benefit. 

Waycross, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)— 
Hon. L. Johnson, senator from the fifth 
senatorial district, will introduce a bill 
at the next session of the Georgia legis- 
lature for the purpose of levying a special 
tax of three mills for school purposes in 
Ware county. The passage of this bill will 
be a big thing for the schools of the coun- 
ty, and it is being faithfully advocated by 
all teachers as well as some of the largest 
taxpayers in the county, 

The total valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty of Ware county is $2,884,169. With a 
specia] tax of three mills, the school 
funds of the county will be augmented 
by the sum of $8,662.50 a year, which, with 
the five or six thousand dollars received 
from the state will give the schools outside 
of Wavcross a total of between $13,000 and 
$14,000 annually. 

Hon. D. R. Walker, president of the 
county board of education, says that the 
board has been informally discussing the 
subject for some time, and has already 
practically made up its mind as to the dis- 
position of this special fund. Mr. Walker 
says the board is a unit for using the ad- 
ditional money for the next two or three 
years in building new school houses and 
in remodeling the old ones, putting them 
in first-class condition. 

It is the intention of the boand, he says, 
to put up neat and substantial school 
houses in every district in the county and 
furnish them with good furniture, The 
buildings will not be erected for show, 
but more with a view to the comfort and 
convenience of the people. They will be 
located at the most convenient points, 
where they will have good water and good 
drainage. 

Mr. Walker says that afier they have 
succeeded in erecting comfortable school 
houses throughout the county, the board 
then proposes to spend the money in im- 
proving the course of studies in the coun- 
ty schools. The terms will be lengthened, 
and wherever possible a better class of 
teachers will be employed. 

Mr. Walker expressed himself as being 
heartily in favor of a circulating library 
for Ware county. Ho says it is a de- 
plorable fact that our country people, as 
a rule, are not a reading people, and he 
thinks the introducing of a circulating 
library might get them interested and 
give them _a start in the right direction.

NEGROES MAKE ESCAPE 


RIFLE CONTEST IS OFF 


State Troops Will Not Go to Avon- 
dale Range. 


NO FUNDS TO DEFRAY EXPENSE 


This Event Had Been Arranged for 
Septamber and Success 
Seemed Sure. 


Savannah, Ga., August 9.—(Special)— 
There will be no rifle contests for the res- 
iments and companies of the state troops 
on Avondale rifle range this year. This 
was decided today at a meeting of officers, 
and in this view of the matter Colcnel 
George T. Cann, state inspector general 
of rifle practice, acquiesced. 
an order declaring contests off for this 
year. This decision is due to the fact 
that there are no funds belonging to the 
military department of the state that can 
be positively and finally appropriated to 
Fayment of the expenses of such a con- 
test. and chances seemed to be that the 
teams from regiments and companies that 
came to Savannah for the purpose of 
taking part in them would have to defray 
themselves the cost of their transporta- 
tion and subsistence, About thirty cf the 
officers of the state troops stationed in 
Savannah, representing every command 
in the city, attended the meeting. 

Colonel Cann said that he had already 
inaugurated the movement to repeat the 
rifle contests held at Avondale last year 
and had thought that about the middle 
of September would, perhaps, be the best 
time for holding them. ‘The responses he 
had received from commands outside the 
city to his invitations 10 send teams had 
been encouraging and he saw no reason to 
doubt that if the contests were heid the 
success of last year would be duplicated 
or overshadowed. 

There wis another trouble, said Colonel 
Cann. The necessary expenses for trans- 
portation and subsistence of the members 
of the teams competing at the shoot and 
of conducting the contests would be be- 
tween $1,200 and $1,300. Last year these ex- 
penses had been paid by the state, but 
all that Governor Candler had been able 
to promise this year was that if thre 
were funds remaining on hand at the end 
of the fiscal. year the expenses vf the 
contests and of competing teams would 
be repaid. In meantime visiting teams 
would have to pay for their own trans- 
pcrtation and subsistence, and Savannah 
officers or commands for ammunition ard 
expenses of conducting contests. 

Since ColoneI] Cann saw the governor 
on the subject and obtained this rather 
unsatisfactory promise, he received a let- 
ter in which the governor said he was 
not to count too much on receiving pay- 
ment for the expenses of the contests. 
There was only $6,000 of military <ppro- 
priation remaining unexpended when 
Colonel Cann’s conversation with the gov- 
ernor took place, and since that time 
about one-sixth of this amount has been

PHILIPPINE NATIVE POLICE 


General MacArthur Says They Are 
Doing Good Work. 

Washington, August 9.—The insular di- 
vision of the war department is in re- 
ceipt of a report from General MacAr- 
thur, at Manila, P. I., showing the condi- 
tion and results achieved by the “native 
police’ for the months of April and May, 
1901. It shows the force to be in a high 
state of improvement and the plan at 
first regarded as an experiment is fast 
becoming an important factor in restor- 
ing order and _ discipline in localities 
which for years hefore and since the war 


/ have been regarded as unsafe for both 


men and property. Generals Wheaton,’ J. 
H. Smith, Funston, Grant, Bates, Wade 
and Sumner speak highly of the effici- 
ency and loyalty of the police, particular 
reference being made to their capture of 
bands of insurgents. 

This native police is purely local in its 
character; it is supported by the towns 
and provinces, assisted by the insular 
government. There is another body of 
men employed in the islands known as 
the ‘‘scouts.’’ This body is generally 
mounted, and its duties are to patrol 
the territory outside of local govern- 
ments and entirely under the protection 
of local police. The “scouts” are paid 
directly from insular funds, and such be- 
ing the nature of their employment, they 
are frequently called upon to and do ma- 
terially assist the local organizations in 
preserving the peace and pursuing and 
capturing marauding bands if discovered. 
A portion of these forces is called ‘‘Mac- 
cabebe scouts.”’ 

These were organized from Macabebe, 
at the town of Macabebe, by Major Bat- 
son, under orders from General Lawton, 
just before he broke up their insurgent 
army. Then rendered conspicuous aid in 
the success which immediately followed 
the organization by General Lawton, 
about the same time of Captain Castner’s 
Tugalo scouts, which rendered suchh 
signal service in the northern campaign. 
These scouts, though not regularly en- 
listed ihto the service of the United 
States, take an oath of allegiance.

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GREATEST EXPORTATION OF 
COTTON EVER RECORDED 


Washington, August 9.—(Special.)— 
King cotton made his best record in the 
fiscal year just closed. The figures of tho 
treasury bureau of statistics show that 
the value of the raw cotton exported in 
the fiscal year 1901 was more than in any 
previous year in the history of the coun- 
try, and that the total value of cotton 
and its products exported averagéd $1,- 
000,000 for every day in the year. The 
total value of raw cotton exported in 
1901 was $813,673,445, against $290,712,898 in 
the best year ever before known, i891; 
and the total value of cotton, cotton 
goods, cotton seed oll and meal and other 
products of that plant exported was 
$265,405,707, In quantity the, exports ot 
the year were pot so great as in 1895, 1898 
or 1899, but the price was so much better 
that the value exceeded by many: mil- 
lions that of the years of the greatest 
movement as meesured in pounds. This 
brings the export value of cotton and its 
products above that of all breadstuffs or 
all classes of provisions, and only about 
$100,000,000 less than breadstuffs and pro- 
visions combined .the year’s exports of 
breadstuffs being $275,594,G18, and of pro- 
visions $196,958,878. The aggregate value 
of the cotton exports in the past decade 
is over $2,000,000,000. 

The following tables show the value of 
the raw cotton exported in each of thy 
high record years since 1848, the quan- 
tity exported in the high record years 
since 1880, and the value of the exporta- 
tion of all cotton products in the fiscal 
year just ended.

1ESS THAN TWENTY PEOPLE 
SEE THE ASSASSIN DI 


Desperate Negro Brains Ohaingang 
* Superintendent, Takes His Gun 
and Makes His Escape—Is 
Recaptured, Tried and 
Executed. 


Bennettsville, 8. C., August 9.—(Special.) 
Jim Harris was hanged today, and not- 
withstanding the fact that it was knoWn 
that the execution was to be a private 
one. within the jail inclosure 1,000 people 
were present, roping to witness the ne- 
gro's death. Many people came from 
North Caroling and early in the morning 
countrymen beran to arrive. 

The gallows was erected in the jail yard 
behind a high wall itn front of the door 
leading from the jail cells. Only a dozen 
persons besides repcrters and assistants 
were admitted. A few minutes before 12 
o'clock Harris was brought from his cell. 
Hie was attired in a white shirt, black 
coat and trousers. He firmly ascended 
the platform and seemed disappointed 
that many of his race were not where 
he could see them, as he evidently de- 
sired to make a !oud and lengthy speech. 
Asked Victim’s Sons for Forgiveness. 

Harris called the two sons of the man 
he had killed to the scaffold, asked their 
forgiveness and besought their prayers 
in his behalf. stating that he did not in- 
tend to kill Carter, as his only purpose 
was to obtain his freedom. He said God 
had forgiven him, and if it was to do 
over he would not commit.the crime for 
the world. He talked to the few cobored 
people present and urged them to take 
warnine from his fate. He said whisky, 
cards and dice were his first steps in 
vice. _.He called fo some one to pray 
for him. Rev. G W. Cooper knelt on 
the gallows platform and sent up a peti- 
tion for mercy. He stated that he wag 
ail right with God, and that he felt that 
he would go to heaven, 

Gives Way at Last. 

When the black cap was placed over 
his head he gave way and almost broke 
down. The rope was cut by Sheriff 
Green with the same ax with which Har- 
ris killed Carter. The drop fell at 12 
o'clock and at the expiration of thirty- 
six minutes Harris-was pronounced dead 
‘by Drs Faison, Kinney, Jordan and 
Woodley. The body was turned over to 
relatives cf the dead negro and was im- 
mediatelv taken to Clio, in this cotinty, 
for burial. Harris was 23 years of age. 

Just before the drop fell, in a whisper 
to the ceputy sheriff, he asked to be 
pushed to one side so he could cateh on 
the frame ag he fell. but in an instant 
his soul waa in eternity. 


Harris’s Crime a Brutal One. 


During the fall of 1899 Harris, then a 
notorious negro desperado, committed 
burglary and larceny in this county, but 
escaped to North Carolina, his native 
state. Subsequently he was captured In 
Greensboro and brought back to the 
scene of his crime. where he was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to two years on 
tha county chaingang. He was serving 
the sentence, when, on the 2th of Feéb- 
ruary, 1900, while at work on the public 
roads near the Pee Dee river, he killed 
Amos Carter, the captain of the chain- 
gang. Carter had his back to Harris, 
‘when the desperado struck him on the 
back of the head with the ax, from the 
effects of which Carter. died in a few 
hours. Harris seized the guard‘’s gun, 
and with the ax in hand, in company 
with two other members of the gang, en- 
tered the river swamps, where thev cut 
away the shackles. They made their es- 
cape. . 

Was Found in South Carolina. 

Circulars giving a description of the es- 
caped convicts were distributed through- 
out several states, and many suspected 
persons were arrested who proved to be 
the wrong man. Last spring Sheriff 
Green received a telegram from Laurens 
county, South Carolina, stating that Jim 
Harris was there in the county chain- 
gang. The sheriff egsily identifieqd his 
man, brought him back, when he was met 
by several hundred people at the depot. 
There was no attempt to molest Harris 
by the enraged crowd. The trial took 
place at the recent June term, and while 
his conviction was a foregone conclusion, 
his attorneys made a hard fight for their 
client. He was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged today. Since his trial he 
had been auiet, not desiring company, 
though one or two ministers bee visited 
‘him. Harris weighed about 20 pounds 
and wore about a No. 20 collar. He was 
e@ desnerate character. 


ALABAMA NOW HAS 
INHERITANCE TAX 


Arlicle on Amending the Con- 
slitution Provokes Debate, 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE CUT OFF 


Black Belt Fearing a Loss in Repre- 
sentation Requires Feature in 
the New Law Which Will 
Save That Section for 
All Time. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 9.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention today com- 
pleted the articl® on taxation by provid- 
ing an inheritance tax of 2% per cent on 
the corpus of estate. 

The article on amending the constitu- 
tion provoked one of the liveliest debates 
of the session. At present it takes a two- 
thirds vote of the legislature to submit 
an amendment, and its adoption requires 
a majority of all those voting for repre- 
sentatives. Under the section as reported 
it takes only a three-fifths vote of the 
legislature to submit an amendment and 
only a majority vote of those who vote 
on this particular question. The facility 
for amending the constitution is thereby 
greatly increased. 

The black belt was willing to have 
amendments made easy, but it scented 
just here a menace to ifs representation 
in the legisiature. The fear was aroused 
that the negroes being out of the way, 
the white counties would amend the con- 
stitution and cut the black belt down to 
its voting strength. Mr. Reese, of Dal- 
las, offered an amendment to obviate this 
and Judge Coleman offered a substitute 
to the effect that representation should 
be fixed on population and this section 
should not be subject to amendment. 
This finally prevailed by a vote of 82 to 27 
and the black belt is perfectly satisfied. 
Dr. Cunningham, of Jefferson, however, 
warned the convention that it may cause 
alarm in the white counties and give an 
impetus to a question in those counties 
which it is desirable to avoid. 

It came out in aq letter inadvertently 

sent up with a petition and read by the 
clerk before the delegate could stop him, 
that the numerous free pass petitions 
which have come in were gotten up by 
the correspondent of the morning .paper 
here under special instructions. The pa- 
per has been making a hard fight on the 
free pass, backed up by popular peti- 
tions, and the letter caused great hilar- 
ity. Efforts were made to expunge it 
from the record, but the convention re- 
fused to do so. 
_After a lengthy controversy, the sec- 
tion of the article passed ‘yestérday, giv- 
ing women the right of suffrage, was re- 
considered by a vote of 87 to 22. The 
committee on engrossment reported that 
the suffrage article had been engrossed 
and was ready for final passage. The ar- 
ticle was then read for the third time 
and adopted by vote of 92 to 19. This 
finally disposed of the article and it now 
becomes a part of the constitution. Five 
thousand copies of the engrossed article 
on suffrage were ordered printed and dis- 
tributed. 


HAS ONE HUNDRED WARRANTS 


United States Officials Start Out on 
a Big Round Up. 

Jackson, Miss., August 9.—(Special.)— 
Within the next few days a posse of dep- 
uties from the United States marshal's 
office will leave Jackson on a tour of the 
piney woods section of the state to round 
up timber depredators. Over one hundred 
warrants are in the marshal’s hands 
against offenders of this class, and untess 
all the prisoners succeed in making bond 
after being arraigned for preliminary 
hearing before Commissioner Moseley the 
officers will be in quite a predicament, as 
the Jackson jail is insufficient to hola 
them. 

Timber depredations have been largely 
on the increase in Mississippi in recent 
years, and especially in the southern sec- 
tion of the state, where the timber re- 
sources are undergoin rapid develop- 
ment. It is in this section that the larg- 
est portion of the government lands are 
located and thousands of dollars’ worth 
of timber has been stolen within the past 
year.

TILLMAN AND EVANS ROAST 
M’LAURIN HARD AND CRISP 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 9.—-(Special.)-- 
This was the last day of the big political 
rally at Union, and the heavy artillery 
was reserved for the final attack upon 
“commercial democracy.’ The cry of 
Mahonism was raised against McLaurin, 
and it wes vehemently urged that such 
a condition would be worse than negro 
domination. Senator Tillman and for- 
mer Governor John Gary Evans, who was 
defeated by McLaurin for the _ senate, 
made the most sensational speeches. 

Evans asserted that McLaurin has Mark 
Hanna’s money jingling in his pocket, 
and he ought to be hang2d. He insisted 
that another traitor should not oe put 
into McLaurin’s shoes, and indicated his 
readiness to fill the office faithfully. 

Cougressman Talbert, who came intc 
rrominence in congress by blocking pri- 
vate pension claims, is a candidate for 
governor. He announced himself as op- 
pcesed to using the white man’s money 
for the education of the negro. Former 
Congressman George Johnson denounced 
McLaurinism. The real danger in this 
split, he declared, was the negro becom- 
ing the balance of power and debauching 
the white vote. He pointed out that the 
present franchise law was but a make- 
shift and the educated negro would soon 
be asserting himself. 

Senator Tillman was flerce against Mc- 
Laurin and McLaurinism. He pressed 
the peint about the danger of negro 
votes He who had framed the dis- 
franchisement clause in the constitution 
admitted that under the property and 
educational qualification the young gen- 
eration of negroes would wield a power. 


“I would like to get in front of Mc- 
Laurin and shake my fist in his face,” 
exclaimed the senator. 

“The time seems to be coming,’’ he 
said, “when an effort wil! be made to 
coerce voters by the mills.”’ 


The senator warned the mill officials 
not to try it, as the legislature had the 


power to save the masses and they would 
exercise it. Alluding to McLaurin, Sen- 
ator Tillman asked if the representatives 
of the people were to sell the power given 


them for patronage. 

“There fellows ere sneaking like snakes 
in the grass. McKinley's state, with 
Hanna presiding --ver the convention, has 
just adooted a platform looking to takin 
eway the south’s representation, yet 
Hanna’s lieutenant here is parading up 
and down the state telling you the negro 
won't bother you any more.”’ 


-Tillman said he had tried to avoid all 
this trouble, but the governor wanted 
“peace and quiet.” As to McLaurin's 
charge of dishonesty, Tillman said: . 


“I never took a dollar, and everybody 
kncews it. Why did he vote for a treaty 
on Monday after a speech against ratili- 
cation on Saturday preceding? I charye 
bribery. It will take somebody of more 
character and fres;@:nsibility than this 
John Lawrence McLaurin to make the 
people believe that any dishonest dollar 
ever passed my palms. They would not 
believe any such damnable slander.” 


The audience rose and cheered. 

Senator Tillman, continuing, said: 

“The report is going the rounds that 
the mills are behind this rew doctrine—- 
‘commercial democracy.’ I do not believe 
any such report. I deny that the mills 
and their owners want to turn the state 
over to the republicans. I give then 
credit for more patriotism and for more 
sense. 

“In 1890 we had 400,000 spindles, and now 
there are about 2,000, spindles. The 
boom began when Cleveland was in the 
white house. Cleveland did nothing to 
help mills, ner did McKinley help them. 
They were built simply because they were 
feund profitable here—because of fhe 
nearness of the fleld, and the climate. 
Our goods entered China on a competitive 
basis, pure and simple. ‘The cry, if we 
do not ioin the republican party we will 
go backward, is a humbug and a lie. 
It is common ¢€eense that if we have the 
goods and the prices we will sell the 


goods. 

Senator Tillman failed to see anv rea- 
son or excuse for these mill men fol- 
lowing commercial democracy, and, un- 
less it is because of bootlicking, he could 
see no excuse for the change. He feared 
the trouble was due to the fact that they 


had been associating with northern bank- 
ers. |

BRANTLEY IS GIVING AID 


In Muntgomery County the People 
Are Raising Quite a

Washington, August 9.—(Special.)—The 
postoffice department has advices from 
its inspector for Georgia rural free de- 
livery that the latter has had a confer- 
ence with Congressman W. G. Brantley 
in regard to the establishment of ser- 
vices in the eleventh district and par- 
ticularly in Montgomery county. There 
has been great complaint from some of 
Mr. Brantley’s constituents as to the 
failure to establish rural free delivery 
when petitioned for in the regular way. 
The postoffice department has always re- 
plied to these complaints by saying that 
thé conditions there do not warrant the 
establishment of services. Now, how- 
ever, the people of Mount Vernon, Mont- 
gomery county, have been so persistent 
in their appeals for rural delivery that 
Mr. Clarke, the chief special agent in 
charge of that territory, has authorized 
the inspectar to make a more thorough, 
if possible, examination. into the condi- 
tions in the district and the department 
will endeavor to comply with the wishes 
of Mr. Brantley’s constituents in so far as 
is possible. The agent will probabby re- 
port to Mr. Clarke the result of 1s con- 
ferences with Congressman Brantley and 
await instructions before he begins the 
surveys and examinations. 

The Greenesboro, Millen and Monte- 
zuma postoffices, in Georgia, have shown 
such a gratifying increase in postal re- 
ceipts that the department has ordered 
their advancement from the fourth class 
to the third class. In each of these offices 
the postal receipts now are $1,100, a de- 
cided increase from those of last year. 


NO OPPOSITION SHOWS SO FAR. 


United States District Attorneys in 
Mississippi Hawe Clear Field. 

Jackson, Miss., August 9.—(Special.)— 
For the first time in many years neither 
of the United States district attorneys for 
Mississippi have an opponent for re- 
appointment. A short time since it was 
rumored that Hon. M. A. Montgomery, 
district attorney for the Northern dis- 
trict, would have a contest on his hands, 
but as yet no candidate has appeared 
against him, and it is not believed that 
anybody will have the temerity to do so, 
as a late entry would have little or no 
chance of success.

Governor of Texas ‘Shakes @ 
Caller in Abrupt Manner 


TURNS HIM ON LEGISLATURE 


Lone Star State Lawmakers Have 
Some Hard Propositions in 
Sight and They Are in No 
Hurry To Tackle 
Them. 


Austin, Tex., August 9.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Sayers was called upon today by a 
hypnotist who @esired to secure legisla- 
tion favorable to his personal benefit at 
the hands of the Texas legislature. The 
conference was rather brief, due more to 
the haste of the governor in getting rid 
of his visitor than anything else. The 
hypnotist had lost a wife through the in- 
terference of another hypnotist who 
warited a law passed by the present legis- 
lature to fit all such cases. He was mar- 
ried to &@ woman who was a hypnotist 
herself, and in an unlucky moment she 
attempted to hypnotize a man who was 
versed in the art himself. As a result he 
hypnotized her and made her run away 
with him under the belief that she was 
married to him., The hypnotist who called 
on the governor wanted the legislature 
to pass a law to prevent any such hap- 
penings in future, and, as was evidenced 
from his attire that he was not exactly 
straight in mind, the governoe got rid of 
him as soon as possible by telling him 
that if he were really a hypnotist there 
were quite a number of congressmen 
watching the legislature to redistrict the 
congressional district of the. state who 
would like to secure his assistance to 
hypnotize the legislature to their way of 
thinking. The governor advised the hyp- 
notist to hunt the congressmen up, which 
he proceeded to do forthwith, being still 
in search of them tonight, as the con- 
gressmen seem rather hard to find under 
the circumstances, 


Will Fight Oil Wells. 


The Texas coal and lignite men are 
incensed at the Texas railroad commis- 
sion for making a sweeping reduction of 
20 per cent in the matter of ofl rates, 
which they say is an extremely unjust 
discrimination against their interests in 
this. state. In order to. protect them- 
selves they are arranging to combine 
forces, and announce that they will wage 
the bitterest warfare against the oil in- 
terests of this state ever waged by one 
industry against another. The lignite and 
coal men will start in by demanding that 
the railroad commission give them a rate 
equivalent to the 20 per cent reduction 
in favor of oil, failing or nucceding it 
matters not which, the mark will be 
cut below that of oil, even if the mines 
have to be operated at a dead loss to 
bring about the desired results. The lig- 
nite and coal interests realize that if they 
quietly accept the present situation their 
interests are forever ruined in Texas, and 
they have to make the best of a bad bar- 
gain. They propose to spend their money 
freely at this time, with the purpose of 
fighting the oil mills rather than lose 
in the course of events and go out of 
business and the state. The contest bids 
fair to be one of the bitterest on record. 


New Districts Are To Be Made. 


Bitter feelings aré being awakened in 
Texas legislative circles over thé redis- 
tricting of the congressional districts of 
the state. Under the recent federal cen- 
sus Texas secures three more congress- 
men, giving the state sixteen as against 
thirteen at present. The work of rear- 
ranging the districts falls upon this spe- 
clal session, which includes among its 
membership of 159 something like 7 gen- 
tlemen who are desirous of being con- 
gressmen. <Aspirants in the house are in- 
censed over what they term the inactiv- 
ity of those in the senate, who. it is 
claimed, are doing their best to delay 
any legislation looking to a redistricting 
of the state in the hopes that there wil] 
be three congressmen at large. which 
may give the senators an opening for the 
honor, ag they have a stronger political 
pulll generally than the house members, 
many of whom believe they can control a 
few counties around their immediate 
homes, but realize that they are unable 
to secure a representative vote through- 
out the state. Unless a marked change 
takes place within a few days the two 
bodies of the Texas legislature will be at 
loggerheads over the redistricting prop- 
osition, due solely to the fact that there 
are so Many congressional aspirants try- 
ing to map out the various districts, 
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CHARLESTON’S GREAT DEPOT 


While Atlanta’s Car Shed Stays, the 
City by the Sea Wins. 
Charleston, S. C., August 9.—(Special.)— 
The plans recently drawn for the union 
passenger station by Architect Milburn, 
of the Southern railway,, have been ex- 
amined by the representatives of the 
Southern railway, the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Plant system, and as soon asa 
few minor changes are made the roads 
will announce their readiress to go for- 

ward with the work. 

The actual difficulties have been over- 
come, and the few obstacles still in she 
way can be kendled without serious loss 
of time. At the conference here yester- 
day the plans were carefully examined, 
and were altogether satisfactory on the 
vhole.

Will Protect Railroads on 
Cut Rates. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 9.—(Special.)-- 
In order to give protection to the rafl- 
road compantes, which have responded so 
liberally to the call from the exposition 
company, the city council of Charleston 
is preparing the draft of an ordinance 
which will prevent fndiscriminate ticket 
soalping during the progress of the show. 
Already many scalpers are preparing to 
move here as soon as, the exposition is 
fully started, and the indications point to 
a big number or thcse speculators. A 
wnonth ago an ordinance was ssed to 
prevent the scalpers from “‘working’ the 
streets. and there is also a law to orc-« 
hibit ‘“‘barkers’’ from operating in front 
ot the establishments. The license now 
is only $2, but this amount will bo 
raised to two or thrse times that figure, 
and the authorities will use every en- 
deavor to keep the thieving agents away. 
The brokers who are recognized by the 
Ticket Brokers’ Association seem inclined 
to assist the authorities in keeping the 
unscrupulous dealers from doing business 
here, and the law to be adopt will give 
better protection to ithe railroads and

ISS LEONA CLARKSON, planist, 
Me Miss Dorothy Whitcomb, vio-

FOR INDIAN SCHOOL SERVICE 


Miss Reel Has Prepared Complete 
Course of Study. 
Washington, August 9—Miss Estelle 
Reel, national chairman of the Indian 
School Association, has completed a uni- 
form course of study for the Indian school 
service. The course treats of thirty-one 
subjects, designed to train the Indian to 
become self-supporting. Aside from the 
:iterary branches it- embraces a course in 
agriculture, baking, basketry, black- 
smithing, carpentry. cooking, dairying, 
engineering, gardening, harness making, 
housekeeping, latndering, printing, paint- 
ing, sewing, shoemaking, tailoring and 
photographing. 
. This course has been in preparation for 
the past three years and embodies Miss 
Reel’s idea of the needs of the Indian 
school service, gleaned from personal ob- 
servation in the field together with the 
view of the various Indian workers of the 
United States, many of whom have spent 
& score of years in the work. This is the 
first course of study in book form and 
the most comprehensive introduced into 
the Indien schools.

Believed Winters Robbed Smel- 
ler Vault Singlehanded, 


SEARCHING FOR TREASURE 


BS Is Thought To Be Sunk in the 


Bay or Buried Near Robber’s 
Cabiu—Winters Has Had 
An Adventurous Ca- 
reer.

San Francisco, August 9.—The police 
are convinced that John Winters, or 
“Buck” Taylor, as he As sometimes 
known, who is now in custody,:'is the 
man who planned and executed the rob- 
hery of the Selby smelter at Vallejo. 
Some think he had no accomplices in the 
job. The stolen bullion is thought to be 
buried near Winters’ cabin, not far from 
the smelting works or sunk in the shal- 
low waters of the bay near by. Winters, 
who had been employed by the smelting 
company, was missing soon after the rob- 
bery and on the door of his cabin was 
found.a notice which read: 

“Any one who enters here will be 
shot.”’ | 

A dark colored cloth was drawn over 
the window so that the interior could 
not be seen. The detectives watched the 
cabin all Tuesday night, but Winters did 
not return. On Wednesday morning they 
broke into the house. Here they found 
many articles tending , to connect him 
with the crime. They included a small 
incandescent lamp and battery, crusted 
with mud similar to the earth in the tun- 
nel, and many things similar to the ar- 
ticles found in the excavation under the 
wall of the smelting works. 

Winters is a native of Prussia, 37 years 
of age and has no relatives in this coun- 
try. He is a man of some education and 
reading, but from the day he landed in 
America he has led a roving life, seldom 
staying more than a few montiis tn any 
city. 

On the plains of Texas he was a vaque- 
ro, breaking bronchos for a monthly pit- 
tance; in Los Angeles he was a contrac- 
tor; in Dallas a conductor; in Memphis a 
ear driver; in Chico, Cal., a rancher. 
There is scarcely a business which he 
has not attempted. Since he arrived in 
Crockett, seven years ago, he had lived a 
hermit’s life. The fact that a cap said to 
belong to him was found in the tunnel 
is considered one of the most damaging 
bits of evidence against him. Winters 
says he bought the electric battery two 
years ago, but marks on it indicate that 
it was sold within a month. 

Several other men are under suspicion 
and one named Peter Larsen has been 
arrested at Vallejo. AnotHer man under 
suspicion is said to have called at the 
express office at Crockett for. packages 
addressed to Winters. Still another man 
upon whom the detectives have their 
eyes is said to have recently carried 
packages to Winters’ cabin. 

Peter Donaldson, a friend of Winters 
and an employee of the works, is also to 
be closely questioned today by the detec- 
tives.

to That Effect 


‘MASS OF BURGHERS 
ABE ANXIOUS FOR PEACE 


So the Proclamation States—Not 
Only Will the Boers in Field Be 
Exiled, But Their Proper- 
ty Will Be Confis- 
cated. 


London, August 9.—A parliamentary pa- 
per has been issued containing the procla- 
mation issued by Lord Kitchener August 
7 in accordance with instructions from the 
imperial government, the governments of 
Cape Colony and Natal concurring. The 
proclamation says: 

‘“‘Aleecommandants, field cornets and 
leaders of armed bands, being burghers 
of the late republics and still engaged in 
resisting his majesty’s forces, whether in 
the Orange colony, the Transvaal or other 
portions of his majesty’s south African 
dominions, and all members of the gov- 
ernments of the late Orange Free State 
and Transvaal shall, unless they surren- 
der before September 15, be permanently 
banished from south Africa. 

“The cost of the maintenance of the 
families of all b-rghers in the fleld who 
have not surrendered by September 15 
shall be recoverable from such burghers 
and shall be a charge upon their property, 
removable and immovable, in the two col- 
onies.”’ 

The preliminary correspondence shows 
that the proclamation is based upon sug- 
gestions which the government of Natal 
forwarded to Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain July 24, and that the date Septem- 
ber 15 was recommended by Lord Milner. 

The reasons of the government for the 
proclamation of Lord Kitchener of Au- 
‘gust 7 are set forth in a preamble to the 
‘proclamation as follows: ; 

‘Whereas, The late Orange Free State 
and south African republic have been an- 
nexed to his majesty’s dominions; and 

‘Whereas, His majesty’s forces are and 
have been for some considerable time in 
complete possession of the seats of gov- 
‘ernment of both the aforesaid territories, 
with their public offices and the whole 
machinery of administration, as well as 
of all the principal towns and the whole 
of the railways; and 

‘Whereas, A great majority of the 
burghers of the two late republics, to the 
number of 36,000, exclusive of those ~ho 
have fallen in the war, are now either 
‘prisoners or have submitted to his majes- 
‘ty’s ~overnment and are living peaceably 
ifn towns and camps under control of his 
/majesty’s forces; and 
| “Whereas, The burghers of the late re- 
\publics still in arms are not only few in 
number, but have lost almost all their 
guns and munitions of war and are devoid 
of regular militarv organization and are, 
therefore, unable to carry on regular war- 
fare or to offer any organized resistance 
to his majesty’s forces in any part of the 
‘country; and 

‘“‘Whereas, Those burghers who are still 
in arms, though unable to carry on reg- 
lular warfare, continue to make isolated 
‘attacks upon small posts and detach- 
ments of his majesty’s forces, to plunder 
or destroy property and to damage rail- 
way and telegraph lines; and 

‘Whereas, The country is thus kept in 
a state of disturbance, checking the re- 
sumption of agricultural and industrial 
pursuits; and 

‘‘Whereas, His majesty’s government is 
determined to put an end to a state of 
things which is aimlessly prolonging 
bloodshed and destruction and inflicting 
ruin upon a great majority of the inhab- 
itants, who are anxious to live in peace 
and earn a livelihood for themselves and 
their families; and 

‘Whereas, It is just to proceed against 
the still resisting, and especially against 
those persons who, being in a position 
of authority, are responsible for the con- 
tinuance of the present state of lawless- 
ness and are instigating their fellow 
burghers to continue their hopeless resist- 
ance to his majesty’s government.” 

Then follows the proclamation as given 
above. 

The afternocn newspapers comment ap- 
provingly upon the proclamation of Lord 
Kitchener. Even The Westminster Ga- 
gette says there is no fault to find with 
it, nor is there any objection to make on 
the score of justice. It thinks, however, 
that it is extremely doubtful if it will 
have any effect in shortening the war. 
Most of the fighting Boers are already 
ruined and notning distrains them, owing 
to the devastation of the country. The

PRINCE OF ORLEANS IS DEAD 


Saigon, French Conchin China, August 9.—Prince Henry of Orleans died at 


3:30 p. m. today. 


Prince Henry of Orleans is the oldest son of the duke of Chartres and a 


cousin of the duke of Orleans. 


He was born in 1867, and was not married. The 
prince had been dangerously ill for some time past. 


He was on his way to 


the United States by way of San Francisco, and was to have passed some 


time at Newport this fall. 


His name has been mentioned as a suitor for the 


hand of a well-known American heiress, and at one time he figured as a suit- 
or for the hand of the eldest sister of the young king of Spain, the Infanta Ma- 
ria de Las Mercedes, who was married in February of the present year to 
Prince Charles of Bourbon, son of the count of Caserta.

The Daily News says that “this 
empty thunderbolt by hired and despair- 
ing Jove will have no effect,’’ and it re- 
minds the government that, while they 
may banish the Boers from British south 
Africa, they cannot banish them {from 
German south Africa. 

It appears certain that the proclama- 
tion was wholly inspired by the govern- 
ment of Natal. Mr. Chamberlain is, on 
one side, praised as a strong statesman, 
and on the other hand despised as a 
weakling for accepting Natal’s advice. 
Generally, the proclamation is approved 
aS a common sense, justifiable measure. 
but no great hopes are raised by it. The 
Standard fears that it is too conciliating, 
and that more severe measure will be nec- 
essary.

FLEET CRUISERS ARE NEEDED 


That Was Demonstrated by British 
Naval Maneuvers. 


London, August 10.—The Outlook com- 
menting today on the naval maneuvers, 
says: 

“Undoubtedly the admiralty’s reason for 
winding up the campaign in a week in- 
Stead of ten days was because of the 
sufficiency of unpalatable truths forced 
home. They did not care for further 
demonstrations in the same line.” 

The paper also says the chief lesson 
learned was the imperative need of swift 
cruisers and there was a glaring de- 
fictency in the home squadron in that 1e- 
spect. It points out that the defense 
squadrons maneuvers were practically the 
Same that would have been called on to 
guard the channe] in case of actual hos- 
tilities. The attacking fleet was inferior, 
numerically, but superior in mobility. It 
held the channel commerce at its mercy 
from the declaration of hostilities +nd 
whipmnd the defenders by sections 
through the possession of swift cruisers 
and destroyers, which sailed around the 
home squadron.”’ 

The Critic urgently appeals to ‘the ad- 
miralty to double the strength of the 


cruiser squadron and to increase the speed 


of the new battleships to the utmost limit 
of gun and armor efficiency. An inter- 
esting detail is that the fact that the ene- 
my’s cruiser spies secured a mass of in- 
formation regarding the defense move- 
ments by picking up the home squadron's 
wireless messages. 


HITCH DUE TO GREAT BRITAIN 


Objects to Commission for Revising 
Chinese Tariff. 

Washington, August 9.—The state de- 
partment makes public the following: 

“A cablegram received from Mr. Rock- 
hill late yesterday reports that the delay 
in signing the final protocol of agree- 
ment between the powers and China is 
due to objections raised by Great Britain 
against the international commission for 
the revision of the tariff. The nature of 
the British objection is not stated. It also 
appears that the British government 
asks the reconsideration of some clauses 
as to which no agreement had been here- 
tofore reached owing to the opposition 
of several powers.”’ 


Big Deal in Pine Land. 

Marinette, Wis., August 9.—The J. C. 
Brown Lumber Company today sold to 
the Weyerhauser syndicate 70,000 acres of 
pine land in Louisiana for $650,000. The 
pine is located in the parishes of Ver- 
non, S« line, Caleascu and Natchatoches. 
There are over 500,000,000 feet of pine on 
the tract.

Carolinan Brings Suit Against the 
Senior Senator. 

Columbia, 9. C., August 9.—(Special.)— 
J. Young Jones has filed suit against 
Senator Tillman for $10,000 damage for 
slander. The alleged slander was uttered 
months ago, but Jones’ action seems to 
have been hurried by the report that Sen- 
ator Tillman had money to plunge in 
Beaumont oil. The complainant is well 
connected, a brother of an important 
state official. Tillman, in a speech some 
months ago, alluded to him as “‘a crazy 
old thing just out o1 the asylum,” or 
words to that effect. Tillman would say 
nothing when notified of the action,

New York, August 9.—Alexander Sezgu- 
ra, a detective in the employ of the Ital- 
ian government, is credited with the 
statement .hat Bresci was not the man 
who killed King Humbert of Italy. 

The man who killed Humbert, accord- 
ing to Segura, is one Luigi Granotti, 
a former comrade of Bresci in Patersun, 
who stood at Bresci’s side when the latter 
fired on the king. Granotti is said to have 
fired the fatal shot after Bresci had 
thrice discharged his revolver without ef- 
fect. 

This discovery was made by Segura, he 
maintains, while he was working in the 
guise of a silk mill hand eamcng the an- 
archist; of Paterson. 


NO MILLIONS FOR THE POLE 


Treasury Department Denies That It 
Holds His Money. 

Washington, August 9.—It is stated at 
the treasury department that there is no 
truth in the story published this morn- 
ing that a young Pole numed Dembitzky, 
said to be the heir of Baron Ludwig Na- 
poleon Dombitzky, has a credit of more 
than $2,000,000 in the United States treas- 
ury.

POLICE FOR ALLIES 


Sensational Bisclosures Are 
Made in Regard to New 
York Police Force 


UFFICERS SEND TIPS 10 
THE POOL ROOM MEN 


As a Result When Raid Is Made No 
Gamblers Are Found—Bribes 
Offered To Secure Tips for 
Sports—An Investi- 
gation. 


New York. August 9.—Disclosures in- 
volving attempts to buy up an officer of 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
implicating men on duty at police head- 
quarters and several sergeants in the 
tipping off of gambline houses previous 
to contemplated raids, followed the arrest 
today of Edgar A. Whitney and E. Berg- 
dorff, alleged to be members of a secret 
service bureau. 

The men were arrested on a charge of 
conspiracy and aiding and abetting gam- 
blers, and were held in $3,000 bail. It is 
claimed that the two detectives had ap- 
proached Agent Dillon and offered him 
money to keep them informed of the 
movements against pool rooms. The agent 
appeared to acquiesce. Today Whitney 
was induced by. Dillon to call at the 
rooms of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime and while there was arrestéd. 

One of the most remarkable phases of 
today’s developments as related by Frank 
Moss in. the presence of the executive 
committee of the society was the state- 
ment that thirty pool rooms were emptied 
promptly today. by means of telephone 
communications; following lines laid 
down by Whitney in his arrangement 
with Dillon, some of the messages being 
sent through police headquarters direct 
to the captains or sergeants in charge of 
precincts in which the gambling houses 
were in operation. 

Mr. Moss claims that by this system of 
telephoning moral and practical collusion 
has been established between the police 
headquarters and pool rooms. 


GREAT FIRE SWEEPS SYDNEY 


The Loss Is Estimated at Over Three 
Million Dollars. 


Victoria, B. C., August 9.—Details have 
been received by the steamer Moana of 
the destruction by fire of the depart- 
mental stores of Anthony Horden & Sons 
in Sydney, A‘istralia. These monster de- 
partment stores; which are among the 
largest in the world, employing over 1,50 
hands and serving an average of 39,000 
custorrers daily, were wiped out by fire 
on July 13, and in the conflagration four 
of the employees were burned to death 
and one lost his life by jumping from 
the roof of the burning building while 
the firemen were endeavoring to raise a 
ladder to save him. The loss was over 
$3,500,000 in all.

New York, August 9.—The anarchists of 
Paterson, N. J., at a recent meeting re- 
pudiated the report that they prop sed 
to give the play “The Assassination of 
King Humbert I,”’ on August 18. They 
say that they know nothing of the com- 
pany which is to perform the tragedy, 
and knew nothing of the affair until it 
was announced. They say they are glad 
that it is to be stopped, as they under- 
stand it is to be given by Italians from 
southern Italy and will depict anarchists 
in an odious light.

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RACE PREJUDICE 


So Bishop Tanner Tells Afro 
American Council 


GOVERNMENT IS ATTACKED 


For Its Treatment of ths Negro Sol- 
diers in the matter of Promo- 
tion — Ex-Congressman 
White Attacks Bish- 
op Walters. 


Phildelphia, August 9.—The closfng ses- 
sions of the national Afro-American coun- 
cil were held today and considerable ex- 
citement was occasioned by the resigna- 
tion of ex-Congressman George H. White, 
of North Carolina, as vice president of 
the council. He declared that he did not 
want the position because of the methods 
pursued in the election, 
Bishop Walters for accepting the presi- 
dency after his avoweg intention not to be 
a candidate. 

Chaplain Steward, of the regular army, 
spoke of the part which the colored sol- 
dier has played in the distory of the na- 
tion, which caused F. L. Barnett to re- 
ply with a vigorous denunciation of the 
government’s method of promotions. He 
made mention of a young colored man of 
the Eighth volunteers who, after being 
mustered out, was refused an examination 
for the regular service. 

A resolution was adopted to memorialize 
congress to establish a freedm@na's inouiry 
commission to make an investigation of 
the conditions of the negro in the south 
and to bring about a greater degree of 
harmony between the two races. 

The council closed with an address by 
Bishop T. T. Tanner, in which he laid the 
blame for race prejudice on the hypocrisy 
of the church. ‘The church,” he said, 
“can strain her eyes to see anything but 
the equality of the negro. l lay at the 
door of the Christian churches every bur- 
den we have to bear. If it were in any 
way moved by Christian spirit all our 
battles and burdens would cease.”’ 


GIANOTTI MAKES CONFESSION. 


Admits He Aided Bresci in Assassi- 
nating Humbert. 

Paris, August 9.—A dispatch to The 
Patrie from Rome says the anarchist, 
Luigi Gianotti, who is charged in Milan 
with being an accomplice of Bresci in the 
assassination of King Humbert, has con- 
fessed to his complicity in the crime. He 
admits that he left Paterson, N. J., in 
company with Bresci, and that they went 
together to Monza, near Milan. Gianotti 
started a street row at Monza the day of 
the murder in order to distract the atten- 
tion of the police, while Bres@® attacked 
the king.

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Southern Industrial Statistics. 
. On the idea that figures are more 
eloquent than words we present here- 
ith some interesting figures showing 
the forward strides which the south 
has made along industrial lines during 
the past twenty years. People who 
‘are inclined to be skeptical may smile 
h inoredujity at the broad asser- 
‘tions which are sometimes made con- 
eerning the marvelous resources and 
‘possibilities of this section, but they 
‘cannot ignore -the..testimony of actual 
‘statistics. 

Since cotton is-ourrchief agricultural 
product we will begin with the indus- 
try which is based upon this important 
factor of our progress. In 1880 the cot- 
ton crop of this section yielded 5,761,- 
2562 beles, while the total amount of 
capita] invested in cotton mills aggre- 
gated $21,976,000. Last year the cot- 
‘ton crop yielded 10,300,000 bales, while 
‘the aggregate amount of money in- 
‘vested in cotton mills was $150,000,000. 
In 1880 the cotton mills of this sec- 
tion numbered 667,000 spindles and 
consumed 188,744 bales; of cotton. Last 
year they numbered 667,854 spindles 
‘and consumed 1,597,000 bales of cotton. 

Twenty years ago there was only 
$3,500,000 invested in cotton seed oil 
mills. Today the figures will reach 
$50,000,000. 

In 1880 there: were ‘only 397,300 tons 
of pig iron manufactured in the south, 
whereas last year there were 2,604,671 
tons manufactured. Still greater prog- 
ress is shown in the coal mining in- 
dustry. In 1880 the total output of 
@oal in this section was 6,049,471 tons, 
while last year the total output was 
48,192,053, or nearly eight times as 
much. 

During the two decades between 1880 
and 1900 the railway mileage of the 
south increased from 20,612 miles to 
63,000 miles, distributed over the va- 
rious states of this section. 

In the phosphate industry the figures 
@re surprising. Twenty years ago the 
amount of phosphate rock produced 
‘was something like 190,000 tons, while 
| jtoday the total output is not jess than 
} °1,550,000 tons. But the petroleum in- 
‘dustry has grown even more rapidly. 
‘In 1880 only 179,000 barrels of petro- 
eum were produced, whereas last year 
‘the product reached 15,000,000 barrels. 

Twenty years ago the amount of cap- 
ital invested in manufactures was 
'$251,692,038, while the total value of 
‘the manufactured products was $445,- 
‘576,462. Today, according to conserva- 
‘tive estimates, the amount of capital 
invested in manufacthires is in round 
‘numbers $1,000,000,000, while the total 
‘value of the manufactured product is 
'$1,500,000,000. Twenty years ago the 
grain production of the south agere- 
gated 431,000,000 bushels, against 660,- 
‘716,216 bushels today, and the value of 
ithe agricultural products twenty years 
_@go was $571,000,000, against $1,- 
| ,200,000,000 today. In 1880 the value of 
“four southern exports was $291,031.448.

Wars of the Future. 


Will the great wars of the future be 
eonfined to sea as those of the past” 
‘have been confined to land? 

' This is a question asked by Commo- 
idore Murdock in discussing the need 
‘for a great navy. He argues that ex- 
'‘eept upon the continent of Europe, 
‘where dense populations are centered, 

' @reat wars between land forces will 
be impossible, and, furthermore, that 

_ owing to the improvement in armored 
| ordnance,.the theater of future great 
Wars will not be limited to territory, 

| but will take in the entire globe. The 
_ position assumed by the commodore is 
_ illustrated by our recent war with 
i8pain. The strange feature of this 
/) war was that the coast of Spain was 
‘mot seen during the entire time by a 
' single American soldier, the same be- 
',ing true in reverse in regard to the 
p {coast of the United States, and the 
‘gecond point being that the crucial 
_ battle of a war between a nation on 
- the American continent and one on that 
_ of Burope was fought ina little bay off 
| the coast of Asia, 7,000 miles from the 
tomes of either contending party. As 
' it was in this, so it is argued, it will 
be in any war of the future, and the 
' point of vantage will go to that nation 
| which finds itself ready for the con- 
» flict whether it be in sight of Mel- 
‘bourne. off the coast of Labrador or 
/@long the African coast. In a war be- 
| tween the United States and Germany, 
Or England, or France, the deciding 
‘battle would be just as apt to be in 
'\the unexpected place as it was in the 
One out of which we have just emerg- 
ed, For this reason Commodore Mur- 


dock holds that the United States 
should drop forever the old hackneyed 
idea that the sea separates us from 
other powers, as it brings us into con- 
tact with them. The great interna- 
tional highway of. Nicaragua, while 
nominally free to all, is in reality re- 
served to the strongest, and that the 
question of strength is purely a naval 
one. He says further: 

The events of tho last decade have 
made the United States a world power 


i in spite of itself. Our navy, which for- 


merly had only to protect our coasts from 
naval attack, is now charged with the 
vastly more difficult task cf keeping open 
the communication between the isolated 
ereas of American territory. As the bat- 
tle cf Manila decided the destiny of the 
Philipping: and that of Santlago made 
the loss of Cuba and Porto Rico a ccr- 
tainty to Spain, so a like reverse to ou! 
navy in a future war might cause a trans- 
fer of any of our outlying possessions to 
some other power. In such cases military 
strength is but weakness, and the navy 
becomes the real support cf national sov- 
‘ereignty. 

It is plain from all this that mili- 
tary preparations of the future must 
be with a view of the ocean as the 
field of action, while the army will be 
but a safeguard for the shore. This 
‘may not be pleasant reading for those 
who aspire to leadership in the land 
forces, but it is evidently in the trend 
of future events. 


Is Republicanism Moribund? 


The revelations in several republican 
fSstates wherein general corruption is 
(charged upon party managers makes 
pertinent the question as to whether 
republicanism has become moribund. 

We are all familiar with the story 
of Pennsylvania. The leader of the 
thirteen colonies, the oldest estab- 
lished commonwealth of the union, 
with a population equal to that of a 
European nation, with untold re- 
eourcos, yet in the hands of a con- 
scienceless ring which controls the ex- 
ecutive, buys and sells the legislative 
pnd commands the judicial depart- 
ments of state! This terrible condi- 
tion has come as the result of contin- 
uous and consistent republican rule. 
Even the leaders of the party are 
forced to acknowledge every charge 
made, although they continue to vote 
the ticket and to keep the ringsters 
in place. Occasionally, as at present, 
there is an effort to replace the work 
of one ring by that of another, but the 
lesson of the old couplet remains—“the 
scent of the roses will cling to it still.’ 
The only method by which reform 
may be obtained is the one most stu- 
diously avoided. 

From another republican state, Wis- 
consin, comes the news of discontent 
with party management, to such an 
extent that organized opposition has 
been resorted to, though, as a matter 
of fact, it will treak away when the 
time for voting comes. This revolt 
against party corruption was empha- 
sized by a recent meeting in Milwau- 
kee, in which, it is said, the most 
grave charges were made. The meet- 
ing was held with closed doors and 
the announcement was given out that 
the republicans of Wisconsin have 
simply arrived at the conclusion that 
it is time to take serious matters in 
hand and compel the men who have 
misused the organization to let it go. 
The way to do this, it was decided, 
was to organize clubs in every precinct 
of the state for the purpose of electing 
men to office “who will not prostitute 
it with populistic theorfes.’’ The lead- 
ers of this fight are Senators John C. 
Spooner and Governor Lafollette. Ac- 
cording to the manner in which they 
mutually describe themselves, the best 
thing the people of Wisconsin could 
do would be to dump the whole or- 
ganization into Lake Michigan and 
take a fresh start under some other 
name. 

It is certain that republicanism, so 
far as Wisconsin is concerned, has out- 
lived its useftlness.

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The Campbell County Lesson. 


The trial and conviction of a party 
of whitecappers in Campbell county, 
in which white men are held to pun- 
ishment for an offense against the 
home of a colored man, is strong evi- 
dence of the ability of law to reach 
crime. It demonstrates that there is 
in our courts equal protection for 
white and black, and that there is no 
color line when it comes to the en- 
forcement of justice. In bringing about 
this result in the present case credit 
is due Judge John S. Candler and So- 
licitor General Kimsey. 

In noting this triumph of law, it is 
well to recollect that it is but the con- 
tinuation of the recent record of our 
courts. Several months ago, owing to 
the personal influence of Judge George 
F. Gober, aided by Solicitor General 
Hutchinson, a lynching was prevented 
in Cobb county and the people were 
given satisfaction by the speedy legal 
trial and execution of the offender. 
But last week a second case of the 
same character was developed in the 
same judicial district—this time in 
Cherokee county—when the same judge 
and solicitor took prompt action, and 
the people have been taught to rely 
upon the courts instead of being 
Swayed by thgir own sudden impulse. 

The Carroll county case has not yet 
been forgotten. A brave sheriff, see- 
ing clearly his duty to the state, 
against great popular pressure so per- 
formed it as to teach a lesson to all 
officers of the law. For this he has 
received the commendation of his pre- 
siding judge, Hon. Sampson Harris; 
of Chief Justice Simmons, of the state 
supreme court, and of the governor of 
the state. ‘All these cases show the 
trend of events in Georgia, the growth 
of confidence in law, the determination 
of our judicial officers, and, as a con- 
sequence, an improved public feeling. 

If newspapers at a distance would 
but pay the same attention to the 
progress of correctional measures as 
they do to violatfons of law, they 
would find that the good overshadows 
the bad, and that there is substantial 
progress all along the line.

The lord of the 
manor of great Wymondly will receive 
from the officer of the jewel house a 
silver gilt cup containing wine, and 
will present the same to the king, and 
his majesty having drunk thereof will 
return the cup for his fee. Hard upon 
the heels of this cup bearer will come 
another, the heritable master of the 
household of Scotland, who will pre- 
sent a gold cup of wine, and his ma- 
jesty will drink again, returning the 
cup as his fee. Several other interest- 
ing ceremonies will intervene, roe 
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sington will present the king with ] 


three maple cups, the contents of 
which are not made public, but it is to 
be presumed that his majesty will do 
full justice to them. After the chief 
butler of England and the chief but- 
ler of Iréland shall have attended to 
some of his majesty’s wants, the port- 
ly lord mayor of London and twelve 
principal citizens will present his.ma- 
jesty with wine in a gold cup, and the 
king, having drunk thereof, will re- 
turn the gold cup to the lord mayor 
as his fee. By this time it would be 
supposed that even royalty would be 
satiated, but perceiving the approach 
of the mayor of Oxford and eight bur- 
gesses of that city, he must receive 
from them a bowl of wine, evidently 
more generous in quantity than th#¢ 
contained in the cups aforesaid. In 
the nick of time, thinking that the 
liquid ‘business has been overdone, the 
lord of the manor of Liston will pre- 
sent a charger of wafers to his ma- 
jesty’s table, which will give the king 
an opportunity to be seated in order to 
let the influence of his bibulations pass 
away. 

There are many other peculiar inci- 
dents attendant upon a royal coro- 
nation, one of the most pathetic of 
which is probably the appearance of 
the earl of Erroll, who, as hereditary 
high constable of Scotland, will walk 
in the procession—only that, and noth- 
ing more! Whether he would be per- 
mitted to do a little fancy sprinting in 
order to lend variety to the occasion 
is not known, but it is most probable 
that he will be forced to content him- 
self with the slow and measured tread 
best assisted by funereal music.

An Uncertain Prophet. 


If Marcus A. Hanna is really a great 
man and Senator Stewart is his 
prophet, we may look for a jolly, but 
somewhat uncertain, campaign. 

Senator Stewart lives a long way 
west, whenever he lives at all, and he 
represents a state that is constantly 
decreasing in population. He has fig- 
ured in many parties and has played 
many picturesque roles, but as the ad- 
vocate of the presidential possibilities 
of Mr. Hanna he enters upon a new 
field, in which he is likely to play the 
part of the blind man leading the 
blind. He expresses it as his convic- 
tion that Senator Hanna will be nom- 
inated for that office. “He seems to 
have the best chance thus far of any of 
those mentioned, and I believe the 
more the people understand him the 
better they will like him.” There is 
& probability that the people at large 
will not have the same opportunity of 
cultivating the interior consciousness 
of Mr. Hanna that was vouchsafed to 
Senator Stewart, who clings to the be- 


lief that “Mr. Hanna is much stronger | 


than he is given credit for by certain 
people, and the campaign developments 
of the past four years have demon- 
strated that he is one of the ablest 
men in the country.” 

Present events would suggest that 
the path of the presidential prophet 
will be beset with many difficulties. 


Oddities of Negro Religion. 

Some of the oddities of negro re- 
ligion were brought to light at the re- 
cert meeting of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Presiding Elders’ Council of 
Georgia, which was held in Eatonton 
and over which Bishop H. M. Turner 
presided. 

It would be supposed from those 
having a knowledge of the: religious 
needs of the colored race, and of the 
purpose of religion itself that there 
would be no need for the reverend 
elders departing from Bible declara- 
tions for texts. A readine of a ge- 
ries of resolutions passed by this coun- 
cil would indicate that the present 
world was much more in point than 
the world to come, and that politics 
eclipsed religion as a subject of hu- 
man interest. The body went on to 
declare that “the outlook for our coun- 
try was never better. We are at 
peace with all nations, prosperity 
smiles upon the land and forces are 
at work for the unification of our 
cosmopolitan populations.” At this 
point the council might well have de- 
nounced certain crimes to which the 
negro is prone, but overlooking them 
it went on to “deplore the existence 
of mob violence, lynch laws.’ and so 
on. Dipping out from matters inter- 
nal, it takes a view of “our new ex- 
pansion policy and refers to the valor 
of the negro troops in Cuba and the 
Philippines,” though what this has to 
do with the gospel is not disclosed. 
Then the pelicy “of several southern 
states seeking to disfranchise the ne- 
gro” comes in for a paragraph, and 
here, for the first time, there is men- 
tion made of God, but to no practical 
purpose. Then we come upon this pe- 
culiar declaration, “We believe that 
millions of white people in all parts 
of our country are in favor of justice 
to the negro as a citizen or a politi- 
clan.” 

This is the first time on record that 
the politician has been given a status 
in religious councils. The politician 
is generally regarded as a little out- 
side of the religious pale, and the term 
is not willingly accepted by men seek- 
ing public place. The man who seeks 
to serve his country takes a laudable 
interest in politics, and when he be- 
comes of sufficient importance he has 
an inclination for statesmanship, while 
the term politician is regarded with a 
little disfavor.

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The August issue of Views contains a 
lead editorial in reference to fire insur- 
ance conditions in the south, concurring 
in the opinion recently widely expressed 
that the people of the south are standing 
in their own light in allowing the fire 
insurance companies to be taxed and leg- 
islated out of business in this section. 
Nearly all of the companies that have re- 
tired from the south base their action on 
this ground. The editor of Views says 
that his concern is chiefly with the people 
of the south, who he thinks are putting 
a barrier in the way of the investment 
of foreign capital. It is now an admitted 
fact that no business which necessitates< 
investments of large amounts of capital 
in properties which are subject to the fire 
risk can be successfully conducted, or 
conducted at all, for that matter, with- 
out fire insurance, and if the many edi- 
tors who have found the cause of the 
present stringency of insurance facilities 
in the laws now in force in the southern 
States are correct in their opinions, it 
will not be long before these laws will 
be voted out of existence. 


James T. Dunlap, ecashler in the At- 
lanta office of the Penn Mutual, has gone 
to Gainesville for a ten days’ vacation. 


Eugene Oberdorfer, resident manager 
for the Fidelity and Casualty, who has 
just returned from a trip north, says that 
the people of the south have no monop- 
Oly of undesirable fire insurance condi- 
tions. He does not dispute the oft-re- 
peated statement that such conditions are 
bad enougn here, but he says that the 
people of Atlanta have not yet tasted of 
the conditions which now exist in New 
York and Baltimore. Instead of the fire 
insurance, agent having to chase people 
down in order to place policies, he is now 
able to sit in his office and receive more 
applications for policies than he can get 
any company to cover. The agent who 
succeeds in placing all his lines is consid- 
ered a@ very great man, as people who 
formerly made the local agents come to 
terms are now offering their premiums to 
any agent who can succeed in placing 
their lines. These offers in many cases 
go begging and find no takers, as the 
agents cannot get companies to cover 
them for them. In speaking of local con- 
ditions he said that in his opinion munic- 
ipal regulations were in many cases a 
greater drawback than the state laws. 
In many cases the tax required of a 
company is as much as 50 per cent of the 
premium income from the town.

IBRIGANDAGE IN CUBA _ 


LESSENED BY 


RURAL GUARD 


Havana, August 1.—(Special Corre- ; 
spondence.)—There is one branch of the 
island administration which has worked 
with unusual adaptability and ability and 
with credit to both men and officers. 
This is the guardia civil or rural guard, 
a susten of mounted police in the coun- 
try and suburban towns. 

During Spanish sovereignty in Cuba or- 
der wes maintained in the rural districts 
by a force composed of a carefully selected 


body of men who, as a rule, had served | 
in the Spanish army and had obtainesi | 
charac- |

ters. This body was governed by anid 


operated under a carefully prepared set | 


of rules and instructions. They were 


charged with many duties and rendered | 


service not only as policemen in the usual 
sense of the word, but served as consta- 
bles and special messengers and agents 
of the courts. With the termination of 
Spanish dominion this force disappeared, 
in its place being organized the present 
system called, as above, guardia civil or 
rural guami of the island. 

This force was organized first in Santi- 
ago in the beginning of General Woods 
administration as milttary governor of 
that province, or in October, 188. General 
Wood found this body a most efficient and 
valuable adjunct to the military forces 
under his command. They were men fa- 
miliar with the country, speaking the lan- 
guage, were fine horsemen, good moun- 
taineers, had military training and the re- 
sult of the organization was that it co- 
operated with the army without cashing, 
many troubles being avoided and many 
evils uprooted through the work of this 
semi-civil force, It speaks well for the 
executive ability and good judgment of 
the former military governor of Santi- 
ago that he realized the benefit of such 
an organization. It was at a most diffi- 
cult period in the history of the province. 
Always the hotbed of revolutions, many 
lawless characters had hastened thither 
to take advantage of the times to ply 
any nefarious calling they chanced to fol- 
low. In the track of the insurgent and 
Spanish army were all classes of harden- 
ed criminals and soldiers of fortune. Life 
and property bad been so long at the 
mercy of a turbulent class that even in 
the towns and villages there was but a 
semblance of authority. With the evac- 
uation of Santiago many bands of out- 
laws and pbrizgunds were formed which 
preyed upon the helpless inhabitants of 
the country hamlets. The city police of 
Santiago were thoroughly terrorized or in 
league with this class. The solliers of 
the American army were, in their jgno- 
rance of the ‘anguage and country, 
scarcely fitted to cope with this eyll, and 
likewise it was a stroke of policy to 
form a body of police for the protection 
of the inhabitants from among their own 
race and number, 

Puerto Principe, Santa Clara, Pinar de! 
Rio provinces and Havana subse- 
quently organized a rural guard \like- 
wise within their respective boundar'es, 
while in Matanzas no rural guard so-ca:l- 
ed was formed, but tnstead each munici- 
pality of the province had a certain num- 
ber of mounted police who exercised the 
functions and performed duties some- 
what similar to those performed by the 
rural guard in the other provinces. 

The force is composed now very iargely 
of soldiers and officers of the revolution- 
arv army, care having been taken to re- 
lect to as great an extent are rossible fien 
of efficiency and of good character. It 
has afforded a means of securing an hon- 
orab:e livelihood to many who, having 
given up property, professions, trudes or 
college Hife to ald in the revolution, were 
left without money or occupation. To se- 
cure a place in the rural guard has 
been the ambition of many young Cuban 
men, as a rule those of good fami!y nnd 
character, but as far as possible preference 
has been given to the former soldiers of 
the Cuban army wherever health and 
ability made it possible, regardtess of the 
age limit. It is one of the picturesque 
sights of Cuba to come upon a group of 
the guard in some remote country place, 
in the fields. on the highway, near the 
bridges, keeping a watch upon the trav- 
elers and distant houses. They are typt- 
cally Cuban, generally slie¢ht, «active, s1n- 
browned men, with keen dark eyes, not 
well built and ungraceful in the saddle 
or on foot, but capable of sticking on 
the most active bucking animal for twen- 
ty-four hours on a stretch, end with the 
streneth of two ordinary men. ,A feel- 
ing of security and protection comes o-/er 
one when far from the city limits, In a 
lonely country road, perhaps bordered by 
hich cliffs and dark from ihe snadows 
o: the giant palms, one sees coming sud- 
denlv from no one knows where, the 
figure of a guandisman, vigorots, avert 
and able to summon to his aid half a 
dozen others should necessity require. 
They not only protect life and ;,roperty 
from the marauder, but in case vf fres 
or floods or other calamity, tne rural 
guard is on hand, helping steadily in 
whatever comes to hand. Just @ few 
weeks ago when, after one of the tor- 
rentia] island rains, the Almendares river 
overflowed its banks aml gaining strength 
as it rished onward, carried away bridges 
and culverts, overturning huouses, « biit- 
erating roads and brincing destruction in 
its pathway, a couple of rural guards 
seeing that the little town of Puentes 
Grandes, a tov collection of houses below 
the level of the river proper, would be 
submerged and loss of life ensue, put 
spurs to their horses and outran the flood 
by a few minutes, aroused the s-eepirg 
residents and managed to get them to a 
place of safety before the watcrs descend- 
ed upon them, though safety was !n su 
precarious points as the rovis of thé 
houses themselves; but other guards ar- 
riving, they sent a detachment for boats 
while the other stayed by the frightened 
people, cheering them to cling to the 
roofs until the boats could be brougnt 
from the wharf in the city, several nziles 
off. One of the most frequent Se ee 
committed in the rural districts is the 
firing of cane, and hence the rural guards 
keep vigilant watch upon the sugar es 
tates. When, in spite of them, fires : 
occur, they pattie with the flames like 
experienced firemen. 

The work required of them at first, es- 
pecially in the province of Santiago, was 
extremely hazardous and diffic®:t, as that 
province is very mountainous. largely 
overgrown with dense forests which fur- 
nish 2’ most inaccessible retreats for those 
desirous of avoiding the authcrities. 
Brigandage existed in this province for 
generations, though durirge the war these 
disorderly bands were much diminished 
by their numbers joining the regular 
Spanish army or the forces cf the Cuban 
army. Still, a sufficiently large number 
never joined cither force and these con- 
tinued to ply their occupation indiscrim- 
inately. At the end of the war, not only 
in the Santiago province, but all over the 
island, not excepting the neizhborhood of 
Havana, these restless and disorderly 
spirits pursued their lawless jife ard seri- 
ously interfered with public order and 
peaceful pursuits. Planters were in great 
terror of being kidnaped and heid for 
ransom, consequently the sugar cstates 
were not exploited as they should have 
been. 

It is no idle tale, that of brigandage 
and kidnaping. For centuries Cubans in 
certain districts were daily in danger of 
such violence. Likewise the levying of 
blackmail was common, the bandit crew 
sending by mysterious messenger a de- 
mand for money to be delivered at spec- 
ified time and place, in default of which 
the planter was threatened with the 
burning of his cane fields, or of his sugar 
mills or other machinery. All during 
Spanish sovereignty this state of affairs 
remained unchanged. Now and then a 
sortie was made and some few captures 
made, or some one proved treacherous 
and betrayed his friends for a considera- 
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ship of the poorer countrymen, and these 
last, secure in their holdings, purchased 
the immunity from harm by loyalty to 
the depredators. The rural guard in those 
days failed to meet the requirements of 
the situation, either through incompe- 
tency, or, as asserted on good authority, . 
they themselves, in large numbers, be- 
longed to robber bands. It is well known 
also that officials high tn authority gecret- 
ly profited by the dastardly deeds of the 
outlaws, and the story is told of a noted 
brigand who for many years was a sort 
of Dick Turpin or Paul Clifford in Ha- 
vana and Pinar del Rio provinces, a house 
still being pointed out in Havana sald 
to be his hiding place when he came into 
the city. For years tempting rewards 
failed to secure the capture of this party, 
and on one occasion when a distinguish- 
ed Spanish official and citizen had died 
and his body was lying in state within 
his prtncely home, the robber chieftain 
entered the chamber of death and stood 
for many minutes beside the body, ex- 
hibiting sincere grief. As he started to 
co, ‘“‘Tell the senora, your mistress,” he 
said to the servant, “that I (giving his 
name) bee to send her my «sincere sym- 
pathies and to express my deep sorrow 
at the.death of my beloved and loving 
friend.’ The distinguished Spaniard was 
nothing more nor lees than a partner in 
crime of the no less notorious bandit. 
These tales are certified to by people of 
the highest standing here, and thev seem 
reasonable when it is recollected how 
many outrages were inflicted upon rest- 
dents of the island for so many years, 
the perpetrators scarcely ever being 
brought to justice. The band was always 
warned in time, or, if they were captured, 
a rescue arrived in a particularly awk- 
wari place, or, if they were safely land- 
ed in the carcel, escape was .ccomplished 
with ease. 


Since the organization of the corps by 
General Wood tn Santiago, however, the 
men and officers have rendered faithful 
and efficient service. Complaints against 
them have been few and these seldom 
justified or proven. They have practi- 
cally abolished brigandag» in the fsland, 
which Spain fafled to do during the cen- 
turies of her control. ‘They have per- 
formed in many tInstances extremely dan- 
gerous service. Their habits are simple; 
they are liked by the people and feared 
by evil-doers. The service rendered by 
this corps has rendered it unnecessary 
to eves emplcy the United States troops 
to pursue robbers or arrest maravders. 
Being of the people and from the people, 
the force nas operated without causing 
cny of that feeling which would surely 
have followed had the army of occupa- 
tion been -equired to perform its duties. 
They have been loyal and prempt in obe- 
dienece of orders. Ags an illustretion: In 
the spring of 1899 there was a sudden 
cutbreak cf brigandage in the mountains 
of Santiago, believed to be under the di- 
rection and leadership of a well known 
eolonel tn the Cuban army, many of 
whose men Were at that time in the rural 
guard. General Wood ordered out the 
rurel guard to effect the capture, dead 
or alive, of this redoubtable bandit- 
eolonel, with the result that he was cap- 
tured and brought into the city In trons. 
This is only one of hundreds of examples 
which might be cited of the faithful per- 
formancs of duty by these men, without 
regard to rast relations. 

For the first vear the rural guards, al- 
though organized upon the same general 
plan, differed more or less in their de- 
tails and were operated under regqula- 
tions which differed in different sections 
of the island. Their mounts were very 
poor at first, being what had been saved 
from the general destruction of live stock 
during the wer, in many. instances un- 
serviceable. Their equipments were just 
what they had brought with them from 
the field, consisting of carbines and rifles 
of all qualities and makes, Mausers and 
Remingtons predominating. As soon as 
possible a neat uniform of khaki was 
adopted, differing only in the trimmings 
in the various provinces, and an effort 
was made to better mount and arm the 
men. 


A few weeks after General Wood as- 
2. med command in Havana as military 
governor of the island he issued orier 
No. 9. which calls for “« uniform organ- 
ization of the rural guard throughout 
the island, which organization is similar 
to that eryisting in the United States cav- 
alry arm. Improvement has been con- 
stant since theg Frequent inspections 
by prominent military men have main- 
tained a high degree of efficiency in the 
pooper care of arms and ammunition, 
neatness of appearance, etc. When or- 
ganized the furce was distributed ag fol- 
lows: Santi: go, 3) men and officers; 
Puerto Principe, 250 men and officers: 
Santa Clara, #0 men and officers; Pinar 
del Rito and Havana, 200 men and offcers, 
At Santa Clara the force hs been retuced 
now to 800, while fifty men were added 
to the number assigned to Pinar del Rio 
and Havana, fifty also being detailed to 
report for duty in Matanzas, which prov. 
ince, as stated, has its own system of 
mounted police. The corps, therefore, 
counts in round numbers twelve hundred 
men and officers, and are now pretty gen- 
erally supplied with umiform weapons 
and equipments. 

Some changes have been made tn the 
personnel since the issue qf order No. 90. 
There is now in each province a chief of 
the rural guerd, who is in control of the 
force within the limits of the province 
while there is a chief of the rural guard 
with headquarters ‘n Havana, or rather 
at Marianao, a suburb of the city. This 
chief, it will be remembered, is General 
Alejandro Rodriguez, former alcalde of 
Havane, who resigned a few months ago 
to accept this position. 

Many reliable men believe that this 
corps, with slight augmentation, will be 
capable of maintaining public erder in 
the rural districts even after the with- 
diawal of the ermy of ocupation. This 
is a very Imperfect sketch of a remark- 
able creation of a useful branch of public 
eervice on the part of General Wood.

Several Excursionists Engage in a 
Lively Scrap.

SEVEN OFFICERS 


ON SCENE 


Fight Created’ Much Excitement. 
One Young Man Clubbed by 
Policeman. 


The union depot was the scene of an 
exciting fight between a number of ex- 
cursionists from Biberton yesterday af- 
ternoon shortly before 6 o'clock.

It had brought a 
number of excursionists to Atlanta and 
some of them were in the train at the 
time. Among the number was young 
Pittman. It seems that he became in- 
volved in some trouble with another man, 
and Patrolman Holt, who does duty at 
the depot, appeared on the scene. 

In the meantime some of the friends of 
Pittman, it is said, had attacked the 
other man and a general fight ensued. 
Officer Holt endeavored to place the com- 
batants under arrest-and as he did so 
some one seized him. Matters began to 
look serious at this juncture and police 
headquarters was notified. Call Officer 
Tibbs responded and Call Officer Dobbs, 
who was on his way to his supper, also 
went to the depot. Officers Whitley, 
Bone, Bostwick and Taylor, who were 
near by, also hurried to the scene and 
took a hand in quelling the disturbance. 

The officers succeeded in placing six ex- 
cursionists under arrest. According to 
their statements, Pittman, however, re- 
sisted arrest and one of the officers 
struck him on the head. 

All of the prisoners were sent to the 
police station, where some of them later 
put up collateral for their appearance be- 
fore the recorder. Dr. J. W. Mitchell, 
who is acting in the place of City Physi- 
cian Hurt, was called to the police sta- 
tion last night and dressed the wound on 
Pittman’s head.

Insurance Companies Infringe 
Laws of New York State 


THE FACTS ARE REQUESTEB 


Georgia Industrial Insurance Com- 
pany and the Southern Fire In- 
surance Company Are the 
Concerns Mentioned 
by Official. 


The superintendent of the insurance de- 
partment of New York state is preparing 
to bring legal action against two Georgia 
insurance companies, with home offices 
in Atlanta, both of which are doing or 
have done business in that state without 
complying with the law. The two com- 
panies about which information is sought 
by the New York superintendent of in- 
surance are the Georgia Industrial In- 
surance Company, of Atlanta, and the 
Southern Fire Insurance Company, of At- 
lanta. In order to prosecute the two con- 
cerns the New York official desired to 
ascertain the exact status of the comps- 
nies in their home state. What violation 
of the laws the two companies are alleged 
to have committed was not stated in the 
communication addressed to the comp- 
troller general. 

It was ascertained that the Georgia In- 
dustrial Insurance Company had never 
been authorized to do business in Geor- 
gia, although repeated efforts were made 
to secure proper license from the state. 
The case of the Southern Fire Insurance 
Company, or the concern which goes by 
that name, is somewhat more complex. 
Records in the office of the secretary of 
state show that the real name of the 
company is the Mutual Fire Assurance 
Company and that this name has never 
been legally changed. In 1897 the com- 
pany applied to the secretary of state for 
an amendment to its charter changing 
the corporate name to The Southern Fire 
Insurance Company of Atlanta. Accord- 
ing to the law a fee of $% is charged for 
every such amendment. The company in 
payment of this amount tendered a check, 
which quickly proved to be worthless. 

Stay Never Got Its Money. 

According to Secretary of State Cook, 
the Mutual Fire Assurance Company has 
never paid the $25. The state, therefore, 
is still due the amount, which should 
have been paid four years ago. Since the 
payment of the fee is a prerequisite of 
the validity of an amendment, the name 
of the company has never been changed 
and according to law 1s still the Mutua! 
Fire Assurance Company, while it has 
been doing business for some four years, 
it is stated, under the name of the South- 
ern Fire Insurance Company. In view of 
this state of affatrs, it is said, the comp- 
troller general will not find it easy to 
give the concern a good name when he 
replies to the communication of the New 
York official. 

May Go to the Courts. 

On top of these disclosures the an- 
nouncement came yesterday that the 
Southern Fire Insurance Company will 
again seek to do business in this stato 
and will go to the courts in order to make 
the comptroller general issue it the prop- 
er license. The insurance commissioner 
is given absolute authority to grant or 
refuse license to any company seeking to 
do business in Georgia. Whenever a li- 
cense is refused, stated that official yes- 
terday, it was because the concern apply- 
ing did not have sufficient available cap- 
ital with which to meet claims. 

What legal action is contemplated by 
the insurance director of New York re- 
mains to be seen. It is evident from his 
letter that both of the local companies 
have been doing business in his state 
without first complying with the law.

RACERS ARE VERY SANGUINE 


Elective Strength of Candidates Is 
Variable—One Leads Today and 
Tomorrow Another Is in 
Front. 


“One of the strongest assurances of the 
popularity of The Constitution coupon 
contest for the Buffalo exposition trips,”’ 
said a man prominent in labor unton cfr- 
cles yesterday, “is the fact that not a 
single one of the contestants has dropped 
out since the race got fairly started.

\the door’ expression on their faces for 
the next twelve months to come.”’ 

| Coupons Come Stamped. 

Several of the contestants in the race 
for the Pan-American exposition trips 
idng since have ceased to write their 
names on the coupons. They send in the 
ballots with their names stamped upon 
them. The work of writing one’s name 
thousands of times each day evidently 
‘was something these contestants did not 
anticipate. Those referred to, therefore, 
had made rubber stamps bearing weir 
names and in a few moments the slips of 
paper that make their hearts glad are 
neatly iabeled as desired and deposited. 

The work of counting and recording the 
coupons as they come in is now well in 
hand and by noon of the next day follow- 
ing the deposit of the ballots they are 
counted, canceled, recorded and filed 
away. 


Voting Is Variable. 


It is a source of considerable surprise 
and interest to those who keep the record 
of the contestants’ standing to note the 
fluctuation of their elective strength from 
day to day. One of the racers may lead 
today by a number that would seem to 
make his winning a certainty and tomor- 
row some candidate for the trips may 
bring in a sufficient quantity of the bal- 
lots to forge him ahead of the erstwhile 
leader.

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LAW AND @RDER UPHELD 
BY CITIZENS OF CAMPBELL: 
‘BLOW STRUCK AT TERRORISTS 


Remarkable is the history of the attack 
on Sterling Thompson, a negro who ‘was 
murdered on the night of January 3, and 
the incidents which led up to the com- 
paratively recent troubles !n Campbell 
county which have just ended in the con- 
| viction of seven white men charged with 
having had a part in terrorizing the ne- 
groes'in that section of the state. 

The fact that the whitecappers, who 
were well-known citizens of Campbell 
county, should be indicted, tried and con- 
victed by their neighbors demonstrated 
beyond the shadow of.a doubt that the 
law-abiding people of that county are de- 
termined to stamp out lawlessness when- 
ever it shows itself, whether the guilty 
ones be white or black. 

Briefly stated the facts of the case are 
about as follows: The troubles which re- 
sulted in the killing of Thompson origi- 
nated some two years ago. Negroes who 
were charged with arson were killed by 
white men at Palmetto. Officers were set 
to work on the case and large rewards 
were offered for the capture of the guilty 
persons. Every effort to fasten the crime 
upon those who had taken part in the 
lynching proved futile, and although the 
grand jury probed the matter energetical- 
ly, no indictments were found because 
the evidence secured was not sufficient to 
justify such action. True, several of the 
negroes who had escaped from the .white- 
cappers were indicted, found guilty of 
burning property and received life sen- 
tences., 

White people who had been running 
illicit stills were very anxious, it seems, 
to get possession of land on which it was 
thought they could make whisky without 
being molested. It happened that Ster- 
ling Thompson, who was something of a 
politician and enjoyed the confidence of 
the people of the county, was living on 
on a tract of leased land. This land was 
finally sold, subject to the lease, and a 
man by the name of Cochran was the 
purchaser. 


Property Suited to Moonshining. 

The property was well suited for the 
purpose of the ‘‘moonshiners,”’ and, it 
appears, ft was bought for no other pur- 
p Pose. Thompson was asked to vacate, 
but he declined to do so, claiming that he 
had a right to hold it under the lease. 
Seeing the determination of the negro to 
hold the property, he was offered money 
to relinquish his claim, but this he re- 
fused. Then he was threatened. A no 
tice was posted on his door to the effect 
that if he did not leave within a certain 
time he would be whipped and killed. The 
negro paid no attention to the warning, 
other than buy a gun, which he kept con- 
stantly within reach. 

On the evening of January 3 last he 
was awakened by a noise and investigat- 
ing, he found a crowd of men in front of 
his house. He was told to come out, but 
he refused. There were seven men in 
the party and the door was broken in. In 
the ‘fight which followed Thompson was 
shot to death. His son, who was in the 
house at the time, was wounded, but 
escaped. Thompson's wife had hid under 
the bed and was not discovered. The 
noise of the firing attracted the attention 
of a number of white people and they 
arrived on the seene in time to see the 
seven whitecappers drive away in bug- 


ies. 

None of them were recognized, but that 
they were white was easily seen. The 
people of the county was considerably 
wrought up over this last affair and de- 
termined to put a stop to further law- 
lessness. The governor offered a reward 
of $20v for the first one of the guilty par- 
ties arrested and $100 each for the other 
ones. The county authorities also took 
an active part in the matter. 

On the morning after the killing a man 
walked into the house of Steve Cochran 
and discovered Pegram Cochran having 
his head dressed, while the hand of Shell 
Cochran was receiving a_ similar af- 
tention. At that time the visitor had not 
heard of the killing of Sterling Thomp- 
son, although it had taken place only 
about eight miles away. The Cochrans 
explained that they had attended a dance 
the previous night and, both being drunk, 
had become involved in a quarrel which 
had ended disasterously for both of them. 


Detectives Are Employed. 
Detective Hewitt, of Atlanta and for- 
merly sheriff of Campbell county, was, 


on account of his familiarity with the 
people and section of the country, em- 


ployed to take charge of the case, his ex.

li county. He began his investi- 
gation by visiting the home of Sterling 
Thompson. There he found several clews 
which proved of great importance. His 
next find was a horse whose foot fit the 
tracks made by one of the animals that 
had been hitched to a buggy which car- 
ried away some of the whitecappers on 
the night of the murder. 

The owner of the horse proved to be 
none other than Pete Zellers, the visitor 
at the Cochran home on the morning af- 
ter the tragedy. Zellers becarre fright- 
ened and tok? the detective what he had 
seen when he had called on Pegram Coch- 
ran, Later Hewitt learned things which 
caused him to immediately place Shell 
and Pegram Cochran under arrest. Two 
of the guilty parties, he felt positive, had 
been captured and the next thing in order 
was to obtain the information to bring 
about the capture of the other five. The 
detective next commenced an investiga- 
tion acress the river, where he found a 
boy, who gave him information to the 
effect that Steve Cochran had brought 
him a gun with instructions to throw it in 
the river, but the boy had decided to 
keep it. The gum was shown the detec- 
tive, and the broken pieces found in 
Thompson's house fit it exactly. The boy 
informed the detective that he had the 
gun repaired amd the detective visited the 
gunsmith, who informed him he had 3old 
that same gun to ‘‘Lant’’ Hester. 

Hester was found and arrested. When 
confronted ‘with the evidence which the 
detective had secured, he made 94 full 
confession, giving the names of the oth- 
ers implicated ir. the affair. His story of 
the killing was to the effect that he and 
Shell and Pegram Ccchran had killed the 
old negro, but that they had not visited 
Thompson's home for that purpose. He 
declared they only wanted to whip him 
and scare him away, and that John Mc- 
Kenzie, John Pace, Polk DeMooney and 
Frank Reeves, all young white men of the 
community, had accompanied them to see 
the work well done. All the others, with 
the exception of Reeves, were arrested. 
Reeves succeeded in making his escapc, 
and is still a fugitive, although mary 
efforts have been made to find him. 

Seven Men Indicted. 

The Camptell county grami jury which 
met last February, indicted the seven men 
for the murcer of Thompson, and also 
indicted Steve Cochran as accessory af- 
ter the crime in trying to shield his broth- 
ers, At the February term of court Sheil 
agd Pegram Cochran and “Lant” Hester 
demanded separate trials. The three were 
convicted and received Iife sentences. 
The .Cochrans, through their attorneys, 
filed a motion for a new trial, but this 
was refused by. Judge Candler and the 
matter was carried to the supreme court. 
That tribunal sustained the lower court. 

On Thursday Shell and Pegram Coch- 
ran were taken to Cole City to begin sen- 
tences for life, while ‘“Lant”’ Hester was 
taken to the convict camp at the river to 
begin a similar sentence. Steve Cochran 
was sentenced to six months in jail anal 
twelve months on the public works of the 
county. John McKenzie was sentenced to 
three years in the penitentiary, John 
Pace, on account of his physical condi- 
tion, he having recently had two opera- 
tions performed on his head, was only 
given one year in the penitentiary. Jim 
DeMooney was also sent up for a year. 
Pace and McKenzie were taken to the 
state farm at Milledgeville yesterday af- 
ternoon, while DaMooney was sent to the 
Durham mines. Reeves {s the only one 
still unpunished. 

A peculiar incident in connection with 
the case is the fact that Steve Cochnin, 
a prominent republican politician and at 
one time deputy United States marshal, 
and Sterling Thompson, who was also 
prominent in republican political circles, 
were elected as delegates to the state re- 
publican convention from the same county 
and had seats together. 

The attorneys who were active for the 
defense in the case were Arnold & Ar- 
nold, of Atlanta: J. F. Golightty. Claude 
Smith, John B. Suttles, D. P. Waitts and 
Charles Gordon, of Carrollton. The state 
was represented by Solicitor General W. 
T. Kimsey, Colonel L. S. Roan, of Fatr- 
burn; Hon. Charles Reed, of Palmetto, 
and K. A. Nesbitt. 

The credit for the capture and convic- 
tion of all the guilty parties is largely due 
to the interest taken in the matter by the 
best people of Campbell county. Their 
money defrayed many of the expenses of 
the work of running to earth the men 
convicted. From the moment the crime 
was committed to@ the time of the con- 
Wiction, only six months had clansed, 
which is an evidence of the promptness 
with which justice is administered in 
Campbell county.

WHAT IT 
UNION DEPOT 


Of considerable local importance is the 
work cut out for the special committee 
of council, which is to take up the mat- 
ter of securing the depot for market pur- 
poses. At the Qneeting of council on Mon- 
day last Councilman Hill, of the seventh 
ward, introduced a resolution stipulating, 
in effect, that the members of the com- 
mittee provided for in the paper should 
take up the matter with the interested 
parties and ascertain if it was not possi- 
ble to have the roads change the present 
location of the carshed. 

The committee appointed under the Hill 
resolution is composed of Mayor Pro Tem. 
Harvey Johnson, Councilman Malvern 
Hul and Councilman W. C. Rawson, 
chairman of the city finance committee. 
Evidently the resolution and the proposi- 
tion it carried with it, struck a popular 
chord. for counci] adopted the paper with- 
out a single dissenting voice. The com- 
mittee is expected to meet in the next 
few days to arrange plans for carrying 
out the provisions of the resolution. 

In the meantime, however, members of

‘the matter with a view to ascertaining 
the exact status of the depot problem. 
Since the adoption of the Hill resolution 
there has been much speculation among

Mitchell heirs in the event the building 
was used for other than depot purposes. 

It seems, however, from documents on 
file in the office of the secretary of state 
and in the office of the clerk of the su- 
perior court, that as far back as 1870 the 
Mitchell heirs made a deed to the gov- 
ernor of Georgia, conveying the depot 
property to the state without condition. 
Accordingly it is safe to say that the state 
has the right to use the depot property 
for any purposes it may see fit. 

For some time past the union depot has 
occupied the attention of Atlantans and 
the people of this state. Some three years 
ago City Aftorney Mayson, then a mem- 
ber of the city aldermanic board, pre- 
pared a resolution, which was adopted by 
council, declaring the depot inadequate 
for the purposes for which it was de- 
signed, and calling upon the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia to take such steps as 
would bring a change. For some reason 
nothing definite ever resulted from that 
resolution. 

The comparatively recent effort made 
by the city board of health to have the 
structure adjudged a nuisance is_ still 
fresh in the minds of every one. There 
is a great deal of interest being manifest- 
ed in the work which is before the special 
committee, and it is not Improbable that 
the mater will be agitated to such an ex- 
tent as that something will come of the 
efforts of the committee.

Prices worked 
pleadiiy upward on this den.and, October ad- 
vanced to 7.24 and January to 7.25. Aji the 
first hour a firm undertone obtained and the 
market gave promise to even better things be- 
fore noon, But profit taking set in and selling 
on the reaction theory helped to depress vat 
ues, which bruge 0 10 / pots by miduay. Lie 
early Liverpool cabies were tar better than ex-~- 
pected, botn as concern spot cotton and fu- 
tuies. Still later auvices wave aucditional ad- 
vatices, said to resuit irom demana from jub- 
bers. Eariy in tie afternoon tne local marKet 
again ‘stifiened on covering ana room bull sup- 
purt, prompted in part by rather unfavorawule 
nuvices from central ‘l+xas and by beltef that 
Liverpool would be much higher again tomor- 
row. The iate advance carried Uctooer tu /.29 
and January to 7.28. While there were flur- 
ries of profit taking, the undertone remained 
very steady to the close witn sentiment lor 
the time peing quite bullish. Trading was 
fairly active during the day as a whole, but 
there was little to indicate returning public 
speculation on a broad scale.

of cotton, made up from special cable and 
telegraphic advices, compares the figures of 
this week with last week, last year and the 
year before. 

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 122,938 bales, against a decrease of 71,- 
807 last year and a decrease of 154,395 the 
year before last. " 

The total visible is 2,037,051, against 
2,159,989 last week, 1,278,427 last year and 
2,836,226 year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is 
1,220,051, against 1,326,989 last week, 768.- 
427 last year and 2,115,226 year before last, 
and of all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, ete., 817,000, against 833,000 last 
week, 510,000 last year and 721,000 year 
before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
122,938 bales, an increase compared with last 
year of 758,624 and a decrease compared with 
year before last of 799,175. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, there 
is now afioat and held in Great Britain and 
continental Europe 1,034,000, against 798.- 
O00 last year and 1,754,000 year before last:

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THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


New York, August 9.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: . 

‘‘Despite some irregularity due to the recur- 
rence of corn damage reports from the east- 
ern surplus-producing states and the formal 
launching of the much-heralded neral siee!l 
workers’ strike, the regate business the 
country over seems to ot a good, and in 
most sections, unprecedented volume for this 
season of the year. Changes which were 
noted for the week have been rather of tone 
than of actual demand, and it is in this mat- 
ter of tone or sentiment that the favorable 
developments have arisen. Al! available meas- 
ures of supply, demand and movement point 
to the business done in July having exceeded 
that transacted in any similar midsummer 
month. This, too, despite the exceptionally 
hot weather, drouth, strike talk and similar 
conditions unfavorable to business extension. 

‘Cereal prices have been rather irregular, 
but the main tendency has been upward, 
partly because of renewed crop damage reports 
as to corn ‘‘frosts’’ having already begun to 
be sighted by nervous crop estimators. The 
main strength of wheat, however, lies in the 
continued heavy export business. The clear- 
ances this week were enormous and far in 
excess of any previous week on record, and 
the rather smaller volume of receipts of 
winter wheat. 

‘‘Hog products weakened early in the week 
in sympathy with the corn market, but stead- 
ied later without, however, regaining the early 
loss. The world’s statistical position of lard 
is a very strong one. 

‘‘New features are scarce in the iron and 
steel trade. The strike is still the great 
central feature, around which revolve high 
premium prices for plates, bars and sheets and 
tin plates. Black sheets will be imported 
and tinned here. Structural material, not af- 
fected as yet by the strike, is in very heavy 
demand, and producers are being hard pressed 
to meet orders. 

“The textiles show little change on the 
week. Cotton goods have been firmly held 
despite the quiet and even dull condition of 
business at first hands. The eastern jobbing 
business in prints, ginghams and cotton goods 
generally has been of good volume, though 
smaller than expected, possibly because of 
crop and strike talk. Print cloths are easter, 
though not quotably lower, owing to the for- 
mal dissolution of the selling committee plan 
at Fall River. Talk of wage reduction is 
again heard, but there is still an unwilling- 
ness to strike at the real cause of trouble, that 
of over production of certain kinds of print 
cloths, due to changes in ‘style and fashion. 
Recent re-orders of men's wear fall weights, 
have given the mills plenty of occupation, and, 
as manufacturers are meeting the lower price 
for spring weights set by the principal interest 
a good volume of business is being done in 
those goods, women's wear goods, particularly 
tWfe plainer sorts, hav@ been liberally ordered. 

‘Wool is firm and manufacturers are steady 
buyers. 

‘‘Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 8,832,199 bushels, against 6,463, - 
891 last week, 3,318,760 in the corresponding 
week of 1900, 3,616,154 In 1899 and 3,928,606 in 
1898. From July 1 to date the shipments ag- 
gregate 35,032,571, as against 16,881,355 last sea- 
son and 20,872,068 Bushels in 1899-1900. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 9990,- 
714, again 563,604 last week, 2,890,754 In this 
week a year ago, 5,950,361 in 1899 and 3,517,952 
bushels in 1898. From July 1 to date exports 
aggregate 8,718,361, against 20,659,256 in the 
season of 1900-1901 and 25,629,820 in 1899-1900.

Dun’s Review. 


New York, August 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

‘‘There is no complaint from any part of the 
country over the volume of current distribution 
of merchandise, and what hesitation is observed 
in general trade is chiefly due to the uncer- 
tainty as to the duration of the labor troubles 
in the steel manufacture. Collections con- 
tinue good, better weather has helped the 
agricultural classes, money is easy and stocks 
of merchandise carried are not above the av- 
erage for this season of the year, particularly 
in the west and southewest. 

‘Relief is felt in all departments of the tron 
and steel industries now that uncertainty is 
ended and the position of the contestants made 
clear. Now the issue must be determined per- 
manently, and a settled condition will great- 
ly facilitate operations. Structural wire and 
plate mills are not affected, and the production 
of rails will not be materially curtalled. Sup- 
plies of bars and tubes will be restricted and 
quotations in these lines tend to follow 
advance already secured for sheets and hoops. 
A bad _ feature is the increased importation of 
tin plates, which had been manufactured in 
sufficient quantity to about meet the domestic 
demand, imports in the last fiscal year being 
valued at only $3,770,062, against $35,746,920 ten 
years ago. Purchasers of many forms of fin- 
ished steel are showing much eagerness to 
place contracts, while, on the other hand, pig 
iron is in less urgent request. 

‘‘Having no further ammunition tn heat and 
drouth reports for hoisting prices, speculators 
have turned suddenly to the other 
and demonstrate that early frosts threaten all 
late-planted corn. The result has been a 
spot quotation at this city of more than 60c 
all the week and the practical elimination of 
exporters from domestic markets. 

‘A healthy demand from domestic millers and 
phenomenal Atlantic exports give strength to 
prices of wheat As the season advances it 
becomes more apparent that foreign crop losses 
will necessitate unprecedented shipments from 
the United States, and with the settlement of 
the strike on the Pacific coast there will be a 
movement of great magnitude. 

‘‘Bastern shoe manufacturers find conditions 
as favorable as last week, while reports from 
the west are more encouraging. Orders from 
the drouth-affected regions are no longer 
countermanded, and earlier cancellations are 
being restored. Leather is steady and no al- 
teration in prices is anticipated. 

‘‘Prospects continue to improve in the mar- 
ket of woolen goods, and as the manufacture 
enjoys greater activity, prices for the raw ma- 
terial are hardening. Little change is seen in 
actual sales, but there is a growing disposition 
to hold for the better terms that many in the 
trade consider inevitable. 

‘Cotton goods are quiet and weak. 

‘‘Failures for the week were 173 in the United 
States, against 177 last year, and 31 in Cana- 
da, against 23 last year.’’

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REV. S. L. MORRIS IN CHARGE 
OF HOME MISSION OFFICE 


REV. 8. L. 
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Whe Succeeds the Late Dr. J. N. 
Missions of the Southern Presbyterian Church. 


MORRIS, 
Craig as Secretary of the Home 
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Rev. 8S. L. Morris, who was recently 


‘elected by the general assembly of the 


Southern Presbyterian church, of Little 
Rock, Ark., to succeed the late Dr. J. N. 
Craig as secretary of home missions, has 
formally entered upon the duties of his 
office with headquarters in the Inman 
building. 

Mr. Morris is temporarily stopping with 
Rev. Theron H: Rice at the latter's resi- 
dence, No. 75 Washington street. On the 
lst of September he will move his family 
to Atlanta from Macon and will reside at 
No. 57 Capitol avenue, just opposite the 
state capitol. 

Since coming to Atlanta Mr. Morris has 
made many warm. personal friends. To- 
morrow he will preach both morning and 
evening at the Central Presbyterian 
church in the absénce of the pastor, Dr. 
Rice, and he will no doubt be greeted 
with immense congregations at both ser- 
vices. In the pulpit, as well as in the line 
of his official work as secretary of home 
missians, Mr. Morris is recognized as one 
of the foremost representatives of the de- 
nemination,.to which he belongs. He is 
not only a profound student and an elo- 
quent expounder of the word of God, but 
he is also a tireless worker. In personal 
appearance he is. rather under the me- 
dium height, but é is compactly built 
and is apparently capable of great phys- 
ical endurance. In conversation he is ge- 
nial and engaging, and one does not have 
to converse with him long before discov- 
ering one of the main secrets of his suc- 
cess. He speaks fluently and easily, but 
with just enough deliberation to make it 
evident that he is carefully considering 
what he says. Though not without digni- 
fied reserve, he invites approach and is 
sympathetic and affable in manner. He 
possesses in an eminent degree the com- 


bination of qualities comprehensively 
termed personal magnetism. 

Mr. Morris has shown marked executive 
capacity since entering upon his duties 
as secretary of home missions, and he has 
clearly demonstrated the fact that what- 
ever may be the qualifications of other 
prominent ministers who might have been 
chosen to succeed Dr. Craig, the general 
assembly made no mistaKe in selecting 
him. On taking up his work last month 
Mr. Morris found that it was crippled by 
a debt of $5,000, but, in spite of this handi- 
cap, he applied himself vigorously to the 
duties of his office and the result is that 
he has not only made himself thoroughly 
conversant with the status of home mis- 
sions throughout the bounds of the gen- 
eral assembly, but has succeeded in re- 
ducing the indebtedness with which. he 
was confronted on first taking charge of 
the office. 

Mr. Morris is a native of South Carolina. 
He was educated at Erskine college and 
at Columbia Theological Seminary. On 
entering upon his ministerial labors he 
took charge of the churches at Walhalla 
and Edgefield, remaining there until he 
was called to the Tatnall Square 
Presbyterian church in Macon. Here 
he labored . with great success for 
more than twelve véears, proving 
an ideal pastor and securely entrenching 
himself in the hearts of the people whom 
he served; and it was while he was here 


engaged in his pastoral work that he was - 


called by the. highest court of his de- 
nemination to the place made vacant by 
the death of Dr. Craig. 

Mr. Morris is married and has four 
children, three girls and one boy.
